This clearly appears in the 
caſe of Vergilius Biſhop of Collen, who 
was like to have ſuffered a ſevere 
puniſhment for affirming, that There 
were Antipodes z\ neither could any 
thing ſave him 'but a publick Re- 
Cantation. Columbus Was looked up- 
on (here in England, and afterward 
if France) as a brain- ſick Fellow for 
ſaying, There was Land ow the Weſt 
parts of the Ocean: Yet the Voyages 
fince- made -ronndgthe World have 
juſtified Yergilizs his opinion :. And 
the.diſcovery of America ( where we 
haye many flonriſhing Plagrarians) 
as 
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has ſufficiently evidenced the truth 
of Columbus his Afertion;” 'The 
Hiſtories of Peru, Mexico, China, &C; 
were at firſt taken for Romances'by 
many, but time has ſhewed ' fince 
that they are verities -not to- be 
doubted of. 
Thoſe remote Countries were for 
thouſands of years unknown to the 
People of Eufope, and ſo are till 
many others perhaps, and at this 
day we know little more of them, 
than whar lies upon the Sea- coafts. 
But how fhould we have a perfet 
knowledge of remote Countries, 
lately diſcovered, fince there are 


- many parts of &urope very little 


known yet, and ſome not at all? 
Nay, the #ritiþ Iflands are not per- 
fealy deſcribed : And before their 
laſt Civil Was, .the Highlands of 
Scotland; many parts of Jreland, and 
other-{maller 1fles about, were very 
little known to the People of *#ng- 
| A 4 land: 
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fGxd: And their Cuſtoms, Laws, and 
Religion, are things we have not 
yer had any very good account of, 
Few Lravellers make it their buſi- 
neſs. to write Hiſtories, and make 
deſcriptions of thoſe Countries 
they have travelled in, for moſt 
of them being Merchants, or Sea- 
men, they mind little more than 
their Trade, and being intent up- 
on gain and profir, ſeldom bake 
themſclves in making obſervations. 
Beſides, few of them are qualihed 
for the: writing of Books if they 
.were never fo willing z and fewer 
have time and opportunity ro apply 
thetnſelves ta- thar ſtudy ; ſo it falls 
pPltt, that we have few exact relati- 
ons of remote Countries, although 
-they be often ſeen, and even de- 
ſcribed in Maps. , For an Inſtance, 
The lfle of Borere lies near Jawa, and 
48 theway to (bins, 'it is one of the 
biggeſt in the world according to 
450 _ Geogra- 
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Geographical Deſcriptions, and" yer 
we have very little knowledge. of 
it, although the Dutch have very 
large Dominions in Favs, and other 
Iſlands about it, and ſail daily'by. 
it in their way to Fappern and China, 
Many other places there are which 
Sailers take no more notice of than 
as it is neceſſary for their Ships to 
avoid them. And how can'it be ex- 
pected we ſhould have any good de- 
{criptions of them,unleſs ſome great 
Powers ſhou!d \undertake it, and 
ſend fit perſons for -thac purpoſe, 
with all the helps and' encourage- 
ment requiſite in ſo:'ufeful and 

nourable a deſign? Among all re- 


-mote Countries, there is none fo 


vaſt, and ſo little known, 28s: the 
third C ontinent, commonly called; 
Terra Auſtralis, It 1s true, Geogra- 
phers give ſome ſmall and unperfedt 
deſcriptions of ir, but it is with 
little knowledge and certainty.z and 
mol} 
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moſt of their drayghts may be ſu- 
ſpeed, and look'd upon, as ima- 
ginary and fictitious. Sure it is, that 
there is ſuch a Continent; many 
have ſeen it, and even landed there, 
but- few durſt venture far in it, if 
any therewere; and I do not think 
that any body hath made any true 
deſcription of it, either for want of 
knowledge, or other neceſſary means 
and opportunities. 

This Hiſtory will ſupply that de- 
fe, in a great meaſure, if it be 
true, as I have reaſon to believe 
upon theſe grounds : | 
Firſt, Upen the teſtimony of the 
Reporter, who doth not only here- 
in affirm this Hiſtory to be true, but 
did it aiſo by word of mouth, a good

You will 
fend it ina preat diſorder and confuſion 
for the moſt part ; and written in ſeveral 
Languages, 4s being intended only to 
ferve for memoires till ] could digeſt them 
into an orderly contexture, But fince God 
will wot permit me to ao at my ſelf, 1 
commit it to your care, knowing you are 
an ingenious perſon, and give you full 
power and authority to aiſpoſe of the ſaid 
Papers as you will think-moſt convenient ; 
aſſuring you upon my death bed, as 1 have 
_ before in ſeveral diſcearſes, _

they contain nothing bat truth ; which, 
1 hope, time and further experience wilt

Theſe were the laſt words of the 
dying Gentleman, whoa few hours 
after gave up his Soul toGod ; and 
who, according. to his Friends 
teſtimony,was a very ſober, diſcreer, 
and worthy Perſon. 

After his Death his Heir exa- 
mined the Papers, and found they 
were written, for the moſt part, in 
Latine ; the reſt in French, Haliar, 
and Provencal; the diverſity - of 
which Languages put him ro a great 
deal of trouble, for he did not an- 
derſtand them all, neicher was he 
willing to truſt the Writings into 
Strangers hands. Theſe difficul- 
ties, together with the confuſion of 
the Wars that followed, and ſeve- 
ral troubleſome Aﬀairs, were. the 
realon why he kept chis Hiſtory 
concealed

concealed all this while, not knou- 
«eng, whom to truſt ic wich, Bur 
b-1ng come from Holland into Eng- 
land fince the Peace was proclaimed 
betwixt the two Nations ; and ha- 
Ving contracted ſome acquaintance 
and, fiiendſhip with me, he did me 
the fivour a while ago to intruſt me 
with his Papers, and defired my 
aſhiſtance in putting them: into an 
orderly method, | peruſed them, 
and found the matter, therein 
contained, ſo extraordinary and 
wonderful, that I was never at reſt 
till l had diſpoſed them into a good 
order and contexture ; which I, at 
laſt, effeted, not without much la- 
bour and pains, with the Gentlemans 

help and counſel. | 
Now we were a while uncertain 
in what Language we ſhould pub-

which he readily anſwered, he had 
ſatisfied himſelf therein, and found 
upon examination, that a Veſſel 
of that name was. gone from the 
Texel, at the time - herein expreſ- 
ſed, with all, the other Circum- 
ſtances. But this was not enough 
to-ſatishe me, becauſe I had no- 
thing. but his bare. Affirmation: 
I therefore went 'to Mr, Yan Dam; 
Advocate to the Ee/t-Indis Com- 


pany, 
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But this could not be done, becauſe 
the Dutch Gentleman was then in 
Flanders ; wirereupon_ he intreated 
him to write to him, and defire 
him to give the beſt account he 
could of it; which he readily con- 
ſented to, and having ſent a Let- 
ter to his Friend concerning this 
matter, received the fgllowing an- 
ſwer, which we have faithfully 
tranſlated out of Frexch, and inſer- 
ted it here, 


SIR, 
Ccording to your deſire, and for 
h your Friends ſatnfattion, I ſhall 
| Fell you ; that when 1 was at Batavia, 
in the year 1659, a Dutch Seaman, 
named Prince, bearing that I had been 
near the South-Continent, told me, that 
ſome years before ( 1 do not remember 
how many, nor at what height ) he was 
6aſt away in 4 new Ship, called the

”> I [ently n Frigot, which being come to that 
if Coaſt, they ſent their long Boat aſhore

& iN found no body there, They ranged along 
that Coaſt till they loſt their Boat, and 
=p (42) ſome 
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fome of their men, through the badneſs 
of' the weather, which that Coaft u very 
ſubjeft to, and ſo returned to: Batavia 
without effetting any thing. The Ge- 
'peral ſent a ſecond Frigot, - which like-

=p running that Courſe the Wind changed a 
ny; *:Hetle, and drove us to the Southeaſt for the 
= ſpace of three days, the weather being fo 

that we could (ce nothing at tive or 

fix yards diſtance. On the ſixth day the 

Wind fhked a little, but drove us fill to 

the Soatheaſt til] towards night, when of a ' 
ſadden we felt « very great Calm, jult as it 
our Ship had fallen into a P- ol or dead 

Lake, which cauſed no {mal} wonder in us. 

Two or three hours after we were thus be-. 
calmed the weather clcared® up; and'' we 
ſpied a great many Stars; but could not make 
any.good obſervation by them, We judged 
TIE, mm 
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in-general that we were not'far from Baia> © 
via, and a great many Lea from the * 
South CSntinent - Bur it proved afterwards 

we were much deceived in our ConjeQure. * 
The ſeventh day we continued in this great * 
Calm, as if we had been ordered to cele-. 
brate the Sabbath day after fix days labout 
and toylz duringthis Calm we ſearchedand 
examined a}l the parts of our Ship,and found 
her pretty tight, though (he was a new Ship, 
and had never gone a vo before. But 
ſhe was fo ſtrongly built that ſhe endured the 
rage of the' Seas withokt ſpringing Go 


Leak able to endamage her. Theeighth da 
at Noon a fine breeze began to: blow, anc 
droveus to the Eaſtward, much to out jo 
and fatisfaRtion, for beſides that it made'for 
our purpoſe, we were afraid of being be- 

calmed 3 at night the weather grew fark © 
and miſty, and the Wind tiff and violent, 35 
ſo that we feared another ſtorm: The Fe bh 
continued all the day following, and” the 
wind blowing by fits and puffs, which dig 
ſometimes put us to great danger at.nighe 
the Wind changed, grew boiſterous, . and 
drove us again to the Southeaſt with grea 
imperuolity, the Fog growing fill thicks 
andthicker, About the riddle of the'n oht | 
the Wind being very high, and our Shilp 
$*z | FR runnin 
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rpaning very (wiftly, ſhe ſtruck of a ſudden 
ppon a Bank, much contrary to our ex- 
peRation, and ſtuck there fo faſf that ſhe 
remained there without any motion as if ſhe 
| had been nailed to the place. Then did we 
think our ſelves abſolutely loſt, and looked 
every moment to ſe our Ship ſtaved in 
' Pieces by the fury of the Seas and Wind, and 
every body fell to his Prayers ſeeing neither 
Art npr Induſtry could avail. But God, 
whoſe mercies are great, ſhewcd us falvati- 
on where we expected nothing but deſtru- 
Ctionz for the Morning being come, and 
the Sun having expelled the darkneſs of 
the Night, and diſſipated the thickneſs of 
the Fog, we ſaw that our Veſſel ſtuck upon 

a Bank near the ſhore of a great liland, or 
Continent. The diſcovery of this- Land 
turned our deſpair into hopes, tor although 
3t was unknown to us, and we could not tell 
what good or bad fortyne we ſhould have 
init; Yet any Land was then welcome to 
men who had during many days bcen ſo mi- 
ſerably toſſed upon the water betwixc lite 
and death, hopes and deipair. 

' About :Noon the weather grew very clear 
and hot, the Sun Caring the Miſt 
and Fog, and the Wind abating mach of 
his violence, ſo that the Sea did þy a 

bo 
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lole much of his rage -and agitation. In'the 
Aftergoon about three a Clock it Ebbed from 
the ſhere, and lefe our Ship with lefs' than 
| fivefootof water upon a kind of a muddy 
Sand where ſhe ſtuck very faſt. The place 
where ſhe fiuck was not above a- Musket 
ſhot from a pretty high but acceflible ſhore, 
whither we reſolved to remove our-ſelves 
, and our goods whatever ſhould come on't; 
and in order to it our Long-boat+*was (Jet 
down, and twelve of our fiouteft men were 
ſent aſhore well armed to diſcoverthe Conn- 
try, and to chuſea place near the Sea where 
we might encamp with ſome fafety without 
going tar from” our Ship. As ſoon as they 
were landed they carefully viewed the Coun+« 
try from the top of a rilmg ground not far 
trom the ſhore, but ſaw neither Houſes, nor 
Inhabicants, nor any figns 'of either, the 
Country being but. a Sandy barren Kand, 
where grew nothing but buſhes and little 
ſhrubs wild and ſavage. - They could fee niei- 
ther River nor Brook in the parts they had 
diſcovered 4 and not having time to makea 
farther {earch that day, nor counting it pru- 
dence to venture any farther into ſo unknown 
a place, they came back again to the Ship 
three hours after their landing. ' The Mxe 
Morning: we ſent them /aſhore again” withy 
. pavilions 
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provigons, and order to ſend the Boat back 
in to fetch our People by degrees, and 
kewiſe our Proviſions and Goods, which 
were all whole by Gods mercy without any 
the leaſt damage, All theſe Orders were exc- 
euted with great care and diligence, ſo that 
the day aftcr our being caſt upon the Bank 
wegat all aſhore with a good part of our 
rovilions and Goods moſt uſeful and nece(- 
+ \ The firlt who lauded pitched the 
Camp on the fide of a riſing ground near the 
Sea over againſt our Veſſel, which could co+ 
ver-us ou the Land fide from being feenby 
any body that ſhould come towards 'the 
ſhore, and afforded us a convenient Ration 
tor @ Sentinel co diſcover a good way round - 
abouc, Thicther did we by degrees carry our 
goods, leaving in the Ship but ten or twelve 
men to keep her till we could tow her off up- 
on high water,it it was poſhible,or diſpoſe of 
her otherwile, 

One of the firſt things we did fo foon as 
we were landed was to call a Council, to ad- 
vile what order we ſhould take for our mu- 
tual preſervation. It was prefently reſolved 
that we ſhould keep for the prefent upon 
the Land the ſame order and diſcipline we 
kept at Sca, cifl ſuch times we ſhould think 
fit toalter it 3 ſo after. this xeſolucion it was 
” agrecd 
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agreed, we ſhould humble our (elves before 
God Almighty, to give him moſt heatty: , 
thanks for preſerving our lives and goods in 

ſo ſpecial a manner, and to. implore hisdi- 
vine alſijance for the future in a place alto« 
gether unknown to us, and where we 
might fall into the hands of ſome barba- 
rous people, or ſtarve there for want of Pro« 
viſions, if he jn his mercy did not provide for 


| USas he had done heretofore. | 


After this Reſolution and humiliation our ' 
Officers divided our People into three equal 
parts, whereot two were ordered inceſſant- _ 
ly to, work about, the Camp in drawing of z 
Trench toſecure us from any ſudden inva« 
ſion, and the others were imployed in difs 
covering, the Country, . and fetching 14a 
Wood and ſuch kind of ſupplies. Thole 
who were left aboard the Ship had ordersto 
ſee what condition ſhe was in, and what 
could be done with her. After an exa&Sexa- 
mination they found that her Keel was broke 
by the violent ſhock ſhe gave againſt the 
Sand, and that ſhe ſtuck fo faſt in it, that ie 
was impoſſible to tow her oft it ſhe were nes 
ver fo found, fo that they thought the beſt. 
way.was to take her in pieces, and builda 


Pinnace or. two ”_ * ”y _— to ſentto 
Batavia With all ſpecd and diligence.', That 
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Counſel was "approved of, and the fitteft 
. mefifor that purpoſe were employed tor the 
exccution of it with all diligence. The 
parties that were ſent to difcover durft not 
venture far in the Plain for tear of fome dan- 
ger or ill accident; till ſuch a time that the 
Camp was better fortified, and the Guns 
earricd thither frotn the Ship- They brought 
monly Wood, and fome kind of wild Ber- 
- ries, of which they fourfd great quantities 
upon the buſhes and ſhrubs of the place; 
fone ſpreading along the ſhore found a very 
reat plenty ot Oyſters, Muſcles, and other 
hell ſh, which did not only refrefh our 
Peoplc,but did allo much fave our Proviſions, 
which upon examination we found could 
not 'hold out -above two Months according 
to the ordinary allowance : The confidera- 
tion whereof made us think of ſome way to 
husband ic, which could be but by getting 
and faving. In the firk place we ufed all di- 
Iigence ro get our Nets and Hooks ready, 
for we had found that the Sea thereabouts 
was very full of tifh; we fed as much as we 
- - could upon the Berrics of the Plain, and 
pon the Shell fiſh of the ſhorez and on the 
© ther fide we ſhortned every ones allowance, 
. and reduced it to eight ounces a day of the 
Ships Proviſrons. But our greateſt —_ %as 
bolus weet 
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ſweet water, for although we had made a 
Wwcll in the Trench that afforded as much of 
it as we could uſe, yet it was ſomewhat 
brackiſh and ungrateful by realqn of the near- 
neſs of the Sea, 
Our adventurers made every day fome new 
diſcovery, and having gone fo far as almoſt 
Ten Miles about the Camp without finding 
any the leaſt ſign that the Country was inha- 
bited grew every day bolder. and bolder : 
They {aw no living Creature in all this ſand 
Flain, but ſome Snakes, a kind of a Rat if 
molt as big as a Rabbet, and ſome kind of 
Birds like wild Pigeons, but ſomewhatbig- 
ger, who fed upon the Berries we have hs. 
mention of. They killed ſome of them with 
their Guns and brought them to the Camp, 
where aftcr trial they were found to be very 
good meat, eſpecially the Birds, ; 
Theſc new diſcoveries made us a little re- 
mils in our Fortifications, and we contented 
our ſelves by drawing a ſmall Trench about 
cur Camp, catting up the Earth inwardly, 
and thought it was enough in a place where 


we found no Inhabitants.” We planted ſome 


Guns upon the moſt couvtnient places, and 
Jreaded no- 

thing (o much as hunger, and the injuries 
we might receive from the weather, , which 
1 . | CG ws 
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we were not yet acquainted with, for it had 
proved very temperate fince our Landing up- 
on that Coaſt, where we had been fourteen 
days before onr Pinnace could be perfected. 
But about the ſeventeenth day ſhe was ready 
to put o Sea with Proviſion tor Eight men 
for fix wecks time, which was as much as 
.ever we could ſpare. Now, there arole great 
ſtrite. amongſt the Seamen about the fendin 

of the Pinnace to Battavia, for few woul 

venture on that Voyage,” yet it was neceflary 
that ſome ſhould go. Whereupon it was 
agreed that a number of the beſt Seamen 
Hhoutd be taken out of the whole Crue; and 
that' they ſhould caſt Lots among them 
fclves to determine the difference, which

All theſe Priviledgcs and Prerogatives 
were preſently granted me, and I was falu- 
ted by all the Miyfcude in the quality of 
their General, and had a Tent larger than 
ordinary ſet up in the middle of the Cawp 
tor the tixrſt Badge of my Authority. I lay 
init that night with Van 4c Nuits; and had 
his advice in (everal things, which were ate - 
terwards put in exccution. 

The next day we called all our People to- 
gether, and in their preſence I made Van de 
Nuits Over-(cer General of all the Goods 
and Proviſions we had, or ſhould hereaftcr 
have. Swart Captain of the Artillery, Arms, 
and Ammunitions of War. Maxrice, an Cx- 
pert and active Scaman, Admiral of our 
Fleet, which was to conliſt of a Long-boat, 

a little Boat, and another Pinnace we were 
a making, out of the pieces of our»broken 
Ship, Morton, an Engliſh man,* who had :

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been a Scxjeant in the Low Countries; T made 
Captain ot the Eldeſt Company. De Haes, a 
fober and vigilant fellow, was made ſecond 
Captain, one Van Sluis, third Captain, one 
de Boſch, fourth Captain, and one Brown, Ma- 
jor General. 

= Igavcall theſe men leave to chule their 
- Inferiour Officers with my approbation, 
which they did according]y. 

I had two Servants with mc, the one cal- 
Jed Deveſe, who had been my Serjcant in Ca- 
talonia, a ſtout and underſtanding fellow, (o- 
ber, and cruſty, who had ſerved me ever ſince 
I left the Wars, 'and followed my fortune 
every where, him I made my Lieutenant 

General; and the other, named Tzrſi, my 
Secretary. | 

Our Ofhcers bcing all choſen, we num- 
bred our People, and found we were three 
' hundred and ſeven Men, three Boys, and 
, Teventy four Women, all in good health ; 
for although there were many of them fick 
when they firſt Janded, they were all well 
again in leſs than a Wecks time, which was 
no {mall argiment of the healthineſs of the 
Country. I diſiributed all thele into 'four 
parts,. and gave Maurice ſ1x and twenty. of 
_ the-beſt Seamen, and the three Boys;'ro 
man his Navy. Swart had thirty for his Ar- 
*_ Cilery, 
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tillery, I diſpoled ewo hundred men into 
four Companies, and Van de Nuits had all 
the relt to attend him, and take Orders of 
him in the Camp, or out of the Camp. We 
had two Trumpetters, which uſcd to ſay 
Prayers .in the Ship belides, their Office of 
Trumpetting. | took one of them,. and gave 
Van de Nuits the other, and they. both: were 
confirmed in both their imployments after 
the Dutch taſhion. 

All our-Aﬀairs being fo, ordered and far. 
led, in the Evening I called our Superipur 
Othcers together, aud told them, that. be 
tore our Proviſions were all {pent we ſhould 
go about by Sea and Land to diſcover the 
Country, and endeaygur: to get ſome freſh 
Proviſion, as l:kewiſe to dilcover fome fitter 
place for a Camp than that we were in, 
where in a ſhort time all things would grow 
ſcarce, and where we had not lo much as 
good watcr, That my cpinmian was. .we 
ſhould ſend ſeveral Partics ot, men., well 
Armed to make new diſcoveries, . and ,go 
farther into the Country than we, had gone 
yet. They readily afſcnted to my Propcf.ls, 
and told me they were ready t to obcy wy 
Orders. 

' WhereuponT commanded Maurice toman 
bis. Boats, and -to en | them all on 
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the Coaſts, as far as they could conveniently 
go, the one, on the right. ide of the-Camp, 
| and the other, on thelett. I ordered Morton 
to take twenty men out of his Company, 
and to go all along the ſhore on the lett 
hand. De Haes was commandcd to take 


' thirty out of his, and to go through the 


middle of the Country ; and I my felt drew 
forty men out of the two other Companies, 
and left my Lieutenant to command in the 
Camp in my abſence. 
We all took three days Pfoviſton, and 
good ſtore of Powder and Bullets, with 
words and halt Pikes, and I commanded 
all my men to bg ready early in the Morning, 
and to wait for furthg Orders, which they 
did accordingly. - The next day, which was 
the twentieth finc2 the firſt day of our 
Landing, and from which we ſhall hereafter 
reckon as our principal Epoche, all my men

Y, As ſoon as. theſe Orders. were given we 
fe IU went our ſeveral ways all full of hopes and 
ce WW alicrity. I marched my men: m Rank and 
IC File, and Idivided them into three Parties, 
w | the fixli that had the Van was compoled of 
3, WM tix Muskettcers and a Corporal, the fecond 
e ot eweive and a Scrjcant, 1 my {clt brought 
up the Rear. 
We marched within Muxket ſhot diſtance 
1 one from another in that manner as near the 
| ſhore as we could, that we might be within 
| fight of our Boat. The Sca was vezy calm, 
and the Weather very ttill, though ſomething 
hot. At noon the Boat came to us at a place 
where we ſtood near the ſhore,*and there 
we took ſome reſt and retreſhment tor 'the 
{pace of two bours. All the Country we 
came upon for ten or twelve Miles was much 
like to that about cur Camp, and we did/not * 
{o much as hind a Brook or a Spring, in all 
our way, all being dry Sands, and nothing 
growing, upon them but Buſhes and Thorns. 
After we had taken ſome reft, we marched 
tive Miles beyond the place where we had 
haltcd, and there the ground began to grow 


into 


more unequal, and to xiſe here and there_. | 
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Into {mall Hills. Two Miles farther wefound 
a Brook of (weet water, which gave us no 
ſmall occakon of Joy, chiefly when we ſaw 
that a little farther up in the Country there 
was ſome {mall plots of green Trees upon 
the Banks of the Brooks there we halted 
again, and made Signs to our Boat to come 
tous, which they did immediately, coming 
into the Brook with the Tide and finding 
jt wasa very good Harbour for ſuch a Veſſel 
as theirs, they rowed up a Mile into the 
Land till they came toa plot of green trees, 
where we pitched our Carp for that night.

\ We ſoon reached the place where ſhe hay, 
put her to Sea, and Rowed to the old Camp 
the ſame day, a gentle breeze favouring our 
Voyage 3 we arrived about Sun. ſetting, and 
were received by our People with general 
demonſtrations of joy. They had heard of 
the new Camp, and all asked me-if they 
ſhould not remove thither ? I anſwered, We 
would do that with all ſpecd, it being the 
beſt place to pitch upon of all thoſe we had 
(cen. 

Morton and De Haes were come to the 
Camp two or three hours before my arrival, 
and came to give me an account of their Ex- 
peditions. 

Morton told me, he had marched his men 
hfteen or fixteen Miles to the left fide of the 
Camp through a Sandy and barren Country, 
where they had not found ſo mach as a 

ing or Brook of ſweet Water F-that at 
night they were gone to meet the Bogton the 
ſhore, according, to my Orders, and lain 
ts! "Dd == there 
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come, they departed carly from that place, 
and proceeded to the Weltward in the fame 
manner as the day b:tore, through a Rocky 
and Stony Country, without fhnding any 
water till Noon; at which time they came 
toa pretty broad River, where they ſtopt till 
their Boat came to them, That they had ob- 
{erved the Tide came into this River with 
great noiſe and Impctuolity, and that the 
Water was ſalt where they caine to it at firſt, 
as being not far from the Sea, which had 
obliged them to go up the River till they 
(boald find (weet water. That going up 
along the Banks they had at the laſt found 
a Stream of {weet water, which retreſhed 
them much, and ſo proceeded in their diſco- 
very 3 they had been ſet upon by two great 
Crocodiles, which ran out of the River to 
devour them, but that they having (ſpied 
them before they could come near, had fired 
at them, and the report of their. Guns had 
fo frighted thoſe Monſters that they ran into 
the water with more. haſte than they were 
come out of it. That ſecing the danger there 
Was along;that River by rcaſon of thele, or 
other fiegcc Creatures they might mect with 
and hayjng no Proviſion to go on any fur- 
ther itt a Country where they could; get 

| nothing 
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nothing but ſome Shell-fiſh, and choſk Nh 
upon the Sca-ſhore, they thought they ſhould 
proceed no farther, but come bacKagain'the 
jame way they were gone, according ro my 
Command of not ſtaying tonger without 
{o re ſpecial reaſon. | 

De Haes told me he had marched twenty 
Miles the firſt day through a Sandy Phin,di- 
rely to the Southward. That at night they 
Wcre come to a little Hill tull jr 
where the lay till next morning. That 
when the Sun began to ({hine they (aw a very 
great Miſt five or fix Miles beyond their 
Polt, which clcaring up by degrees, as they 
marched towards i it, thcy diſcovered a great 4 
Pool or Lake of ſtanding water, which 
could be ro leſs than ten Miles Diameter * 
That being come near this*Lake they had 
ſcen abundance of Reeds and Ruſhes grow- 
ing about the ſhore, and an infinite number 
of Water-Fowl, that flew from place to 
place, and made a very great noiſe in their 
tiphe. 

That they had gone a good way about this 
Lake before they could come to touch the 
water by reaſon of che Mariby and Muddy 
ground about it, where they could not 
march without danger of ſinking, wins

That after this diſcovery, 
they, being afraid of wanting ViQuals, were

I found by theſe relations that I had had 
far better luck than theſe two Captains, and 
we were all the more encouraged to go to 
the new Camp on the Eaſiward; that we

where I propounded our removal to the 
gxcen Vale.

-iIt was now. ſeven weeks ſince we' were 
caſt away, and hitherto we had had no ſtrife 
nor quarrel among us fo Jong as we lay in 
fear and danger : But as ſoon as we thought 
dur ſelves ({ccare from men, beaſts, thirſt, - 
and hunger, when we fed. plentifully upon 
freſh meat and Fiſh, and we did not labour 
fo much as before, then our People be- 
gan to be wanton. . We had a great many 
Women among us, of which I hitherto es 
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borc to (peak, becauſe 1 ſaw no great occa- 
ſion for it. But now that they began toa@& 
thcir part, and (tir up trouble among us, - L 
mult a littic {peak of them. . 
Some of them were poor women; 'who 
compelled; by, Poverty, and their hopes cf 
Prcterment, were per{waded to go to the 
Indies. Some had thcir Husbands there, or 
other Relations, , . but molt of them were 
Whorcs taken out of -Bawdy houſes, or fpi- 
rited away. by Fellows, whoſold them to:the 
Maſter for a little money, notwithſtanding 
the . puniſhment ordained /by. the Laws 
againſt {uch practices;.;/T heſe; Whores (ecing 
themſelves at relt, and:the-men idle for the 
molt part; began to. (mile: at them, and'by 
amorous {pecches to draw (ome of them to 
themſelves 3 [they found- many. fo well aff 
poſed that they needed noſpurto be put on, 
lo they would ſotnctimes. «pme together in 
the night, and enjoy one another in the beſt 
manner they could.

Had you never any in this Camp, ſaid 
Eto him? Yes Sir, 1 had one Yceltcrday. 
What have you done with it 2 I lent it laſt 
night to one who was to g0 to Sea this morn= i 
ing ( tor it was true, thata Varty ot Mazrice 
his men were gone carly in the morning 
to ſome of the Iflands.) Then we asked 
him, What the mans name Was he lent his 
Sword co? I do not know his name, ſaid 
| he, although lent him my Sword, and did 
fometimes Converſe with him, as 1 do in- 
diftexently with any one in this Camp, where 
I know every one by his tace, although I am 
ignorant of the names of moli men in 'the 
Company, and I do think that it is the caſe 
of. every man here as well as mine. Then 
asked him, Whether he was a Seaman or a 
Paſſenger he lent his Sword to ? He was 
a'Seaman. and*told me, he had loſt his own 
Sword when he borrowed mine; and be- 
caule he would not have it known that he 
had loſt his Weapon, he intreated me to let 
him have mine upon his urgent occafian, 
Then did we ſend for the Sword with 
which the fa& had been committed,” and 
asked him, Whether: he knew that Sword #

will never find any« Attcr this ſtrict exami- 
nation, finding we could not convinge 
this Fellow till Mazrices Crew were come __ 
from Sea, we deferred his trial until anotfiet ; 
time. at. I 
But it fell out by fortune that the men o 8 
the Boat being upon one of the Sandy | 
Iflands where they turn Tortoiles, and 
ſome of them having a mind toſwim, went 
int the Sca to waſh and cool themſelves = | 
t 
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that Element; and as ſome were more for- 


"© ward than others, a great Shark (napped the 


forwardeſt of the Company, who being 
warned bythat dreadtul example, got out of 
the water witſſall the haſt poſſible. The Story 
of this fatal'accident, as likewile the de- 
{cription of the perſon who had been devou- 
red, came to the knowledge of the Priſoner 
we had cxamined, before we could bring 
him to a (ccond trial, When he was tried 
again, he cunningly catching hold. on the 
opportunity, ſaid contidently, That he had 
lent his Sword to him/who was'devoured, 
of whoſe FacT and Perlon he made a very 
exaQ deſcription in our prefence. So that we 
could n6t do any good, nor bring any evi- 
dent proof againſt him. We all admired his 
conhdence and ſubtilty, and hearing that the 
wounded perſons were like to be well again, 
we were contented to keep him in bonds till 
they were bott-out of danger. The woman 
was {oonelt weffand here you may admire 
the humourratſome of that Sex. As ſoon as 
ſhe was cured ſhe came to the young, man 
who had wounded her, and exprefſed the 
greatelt love to him that can be imagined, 
under pretence that ſhe had been the cauſe 
of all his trouble. But 1 think the txue rea- 
{on was, that” ſhe looked upon this Fellow 
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as a man well in his body, having wever 
been wounded, and who conſequently was 
far more vigorous than her other Gallant, 
who had lately received a large wound 
through the body. | 
This accident occaſioned new Laws, -and 
new Cuſtoms. We confidered, that as long 
as we had Wormen among us they would be 
the occation of trouble and milſchict it we 
did not betimes take ſome good courſe, and 
allow our men the liberty of uſing them 
lometimes. in an orderly manner. But we 
had but teventy four women, and above 
three hundred men, and therefore could 
not give every man a Wife, We conſulted 
long upon a Mcthod, and at laſt pitched up- 
on this, We allowed the principal Otheers 
cach of them one woman wholly for him- 
ſelf, with the priviledge of chuling accord- 
ing tohis rank. The reſt wediſtributed into 
ſevexal diviftions, and ordered it fo, that 
every man, who was not palt fifty years of 
Age, might have his woman-bedtellow eve- 
ry fifth night; we laid afide the old men, 
and the four Wives that were going to their 


Husbands in Batavia, and who profefſed to i# 


be very chaſte and honeſt. Theſe kept toge- 
ther, and lived a while very reſerved,” bat 
when they law that all-che other women hay | 
L E treely 
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freely every night with a man without in- 
curring any blame, and that the relicf we 
expected from Batavia was long a coming, 
they began to grow mclancholy, and tore- 
pent that they had choſen chaſtity for their 
ſhare, by which means they were deprived 
alone of thoſe delights and pleaſures which 
they (aw all the other women take {ſo free! 
and fo plentifully. They ſhewed their dif 
contented minds by a hundred ations, and 
they nor we were never quict till we. had di- 
{ixibuted-them among the reſt, and then 
they were fatisfied. Here we had a yery 
great prook that multiplicity of men to one 
woman is no friend to Generation, for tew 
of theſe women, who were common to hve 
men, proved with Child ; and on the con- 
trary, all thoſe who lay but with one man 


pxelently gota great belly. T think that is the 


natural rcaſon why multiplicity of Husbands 
was never allowed in any Nation, although 
Poligamy .of Wives and Concubines was 
ever uled,and is (till praRiſcd in moſt Coun: 
tries. 

Now the time was come that we were to 
{ct up the Signal we agrecd upon with the 


eight men of the firſt Pinnace ſent $6-Bata- 


via. I therefore commanded oux mnen to 
chuſc in the Forreſt a tall and ſixeight wy 
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ſet it up at the head of the Cape with a 
white Sail the largeſt we had, which was 
done accordingly. Icommanded alfo a great 
fire to be made every night at the ſame place, 
that the Ships ſent to our relief might fee it 
in the dark, and take their aim by that. 
We were in good hopes that the Pinnace was 
got to Batavia without any great difficulty, 
confidering the good weather we had had, 
and that the General would fend us relict 
with all the diligence poſhble. But God ic 
ſcems had ordered it otherwiſe, for the wea* 
ther, which , for almoſt two months had 
been fair, began to grow rainy, and ſtormy, 
lo that we ſaw almoſt every day great tem- 
petts in the Ocean, although our Bay was 
nat much agitated by them by reaſon, of, the 
high ground, and the many little Iſlands 
that ſheltered it from. the violence of the 
Winds and Waves. It tained almoſt every 
day for a fortnight together, but the Sun 
ſhined hot every day alſo, fo that we had a 
mixture of Rain, Wind, and Sunſhine at 
\ the ſame time. It was well that we had been 
provident in powdring and fmoaking of 
meat and fiſh, which we laid up in great 
ſtare in the empty Casks we had brought 
from our Ships, for if we had not done lo, 
we tnight have wanted Vicuals while this 
ed EK 2 bad. 
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bad weather laſted, which was above a fort- 
vight. It grew a little better after that ſpace 
of time, but not ſo good but we had Winds, 
Rains, and Storms at Seaz then ſudden 
calms, at the leaſt once or twice a week, 


which made us deſpair of ever hearing from 


Batavia, and made us reſolve to provide for 
our ſelves there, without depending upon 
any relict from thence. 

The weather grew very hot, and fince the 
rain fell all things were viſibly grown in the 
helds, and our Peaſe did thrive the beſt that 
ever I law, ſo we were like to have a great 
Crop of them, which encouraged, us to 
break more ground, and to ſow a great ma- 
ny more. There was an intinite of Fifh and 
Fowl in the Bay, and upon a calm day we 
could take as many of them as we pleaſed 3 
but our Nets began to wear out, and we 
were forced to tear ſome of our Cables to 
make new Nets of them, which we made a 
ſbift with for a great while, neccflity being 
the mother of Arts, 

Our Huntſ{men had made ſuch a noiſe in 
the Wood near the Camp, and fo chaſed the' 
Dear, that they were quite gone from that 
part, and none could be (cen ten miles about 
us. That made them reſolve to take another 
courle, and togo by water to the other by 
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of the Bay, or to the bottom of it, where 
< Wl we faw Wood all round. Maxrice was firſk 
ls, ordered to make diſcoveries on the other 
n Bf fde; which he did, and found there were 
great Woods there, and a little River that 
ran into the Bay, He rowed four or hve 
Or Wl miles up that River and faw nothing but 
"NW Trees, and ſome marſhy ground along the 

bank of it, yet we ſuppoſed there would be 
ic many Deer found on that ſide if we ſhould 
c pur it to a trial. In order to which, fifty of 
our men having taken Vietuals and Ammu- 
nition for a Week, went to the Banks of 
that River in the Pinnace, and the Long- 
©” Wſ boat, and having Landed there, made them- 


d BY (elves Huts, Keeping the Long-boat with 
" them. to' uſe it according to ther occafion, 


” I and ſending the Pinnace back again. Awhile 


© after being gone into the Forreſt to ſeek for 
p Deer, they found great Herds of them, . 


whereof they made a great ſlaughter; they 
likewiſe found a kind oft Beaſt like'a Swme, 
but bigger, and ſlower inhis pace, and uſing 
togoa rooting in the Woods in great num- 
bers 3 they killed firſt one of them, vvhich 
upon 'examinatiorn proved far better meat 
than any of our European Pork. | 
" Manrice being delirous to diſcover the 

F great Ifland that lay at the mouth” of the 
$ENg, E 3 Bay, 
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Bay. landed there with twenty men ; the 
firſt part of it that lay inwardly he found to 
be but Stony and Rocky places, but when 
they were gone a little beyond, they found 
Ir to be a pretty big Iſland, conſiſting for the 
moſt part of mooriſh ground, which being 
almoſt dreined by the heat of the Summer 
was turned into very good Paliure ground 
they found hundreds of Deer teedmg upon 
1t,and abundance of Fowl of all kind, 4o tame 
that they would let a man come within 4 
yard oxewo of them,they marched to theEaſ(t- 
wazd of: the place, and found that this Land 
was divided trom the continent by a,narrow 
Channelonly ; it was found afterward.that 
inthe. Spring time the Deer {wam«trom. the 
Continent to the Iſland, which Iſland was 
not above twelve miles Diameter.  Thelc 
new diſcoveries being ſo happy. filled our 
hearts with joy, and a certain aſſurance we 
{ſhould not want for Vicuals it we were ten 
times as many, and made us bold to venture 
farther, y 
' ., Maurice had obſerved that the Bay ran a 
great way in length towards the Southeaſt, 
and, {uppoſed there was ſome great River 
that lowed from that fide of the Country 
into. the Sea, which was not unlikely; He 
therefore, haying obtained leays, to take 4 
n | Weeks 
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Weeks Proviſion, and a ſufficient number of 
men, failed that way with a reſolution to go 
as far as he could with his Pinnace, and we 
having prayed for his good ſucceſs minded 
our other concerns, in hopes of his happy 
return, | 

By this time our Peale were almoſt ripe, 
and nine or ten days after we had a moſt 
prodigious Crop of them, every Peck yield- 
ing above a hundred, which 1s almoſt incre- 
dible z and-we expected another Crop that 
promiſed no leſs than this if it ſhould come 
to perfe&ion. We dried them carefully, and 
laid them up in fiore for the Winter, and (o 
we did with every thing that would keep, 
uſing for the preſent ſuch as could 'not be pre- 
ſerved. 

It was above a quarter of a year fince we 
were ſetled at Sidenberg, and having heard 
nothing from Batavia, we concluded our 
Pinnace was periſhed, ard gave 1t over tor 
loſt; but our greateſt trouble * was, that 
above ten days were paſt fince Maxyice was 
gone and we heard no tidings of him# This 
caſta general ſorrow upon our hearts, and 
i that great aMiGion we did not know what 
ry & Counſel to take, we durſt not ſend the Long- 
Ic & boat/in ſearch of him for fear ſhe ſhonld *be 
loſt; + knowing that without onr Veſtets 
E 4 | We 
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we could hardly be- able to (ubſiſt, 

Our Huntſmen had made a kind ot a new 
Plantation on the other fide of the Bay for 
conveniency of hunting, and without our 
Boats we could keep no commerce with 
them. All theſe reflections, and the tear of 
worle accidents increaſcd our affliction 
throughout all the Camp, where we lay la- 
menting, the loſs of our Pinnaces above 7 
fortnight before we could hear any thing of 
either of them. Maurice did not come, and 
we did not know what to think of him and 
his Veſſel, knowing there had been no great 
ſtorms linceſhe was gone, and that being in 
{o calma Sea ſhe could not. have periſhed by 
Tempeſts. We did not think neither that 
ſhe was fallen into the hands of Enemies or 
Pyratcs, having reaſon to believe from our 
ormer experience that there were no men 1n 
thoſEparts. 

Wavering ſo betwixt hope and fears, up- 
on a calm day we ſaw Maurices Pinnace. and 
two Veſicls more coming along with him 
fowards us. While we were looking upon 
them, wondring how he came by theſe two 
Veſſels, and what they might be, We-ſ{pied 
ten Sails more ata good diltance coming at- 
ter! them. '.This unexpected Fleet (put out 
Camp into a great apprehenſion, We pe 
| a

the Varites. 
all to our Arms, prepared- our, Cannons for 
our defence, and ſent Scouts towards the 
ſhore to obſerve the motions of this Fleet. 
In the mean while they drew near to the 
ſhore, and at Musket ſhot they all caſt Ans 
chor 1n_g66d order z but Maxrices Pinoace 
came very- near, ſo that we gould fee him 
and his men from the ſhore, and hear him 
piainly {peak to us. He bid usnot be atraid, 
and defixed us to ſend the Boat with three 
men only to ferch him aſhore 3 after fone 
conteltation we ſent *the/Boat, which being 
come aboard; him he leapt into it with one 
of his mcn, and took down-with him a tall 
and grave Perſonage in a black Gown,:a Hat 
on his head, and a white Flag in his hand, 
and (o came aſhore to us: +++ -; 641) 

I, with ſome of ity Officers, ſtood at: 
ſome diltance, but when we -law this nan 
landed we went to- mget him. Maurice told 
us in few words, That he. was fcnt from the 
Governour - of a City litaate- about ety 
miles above the Bay, where we had received 
all the kindneſs and civility imaginable, and 
deſired -us withal to expreſs all manngnpt 
reſpec to him, Upon that advice wendid 
bow to him in very humble and_ ſubmilbye 
manner, which he. received with .a .gteat 
deal of gravity and mildnefs,. and ſinet6tung

This ſiruck a great terrour 
upon us, and we thought verily vve ſhould 
all be kifled or taken, tor. vve had but ane 
oft thele vvays to chuſe, to hght, or 
to {urrender our (elves, and lie at the 
mercy of unknoyvn men, vvho might uſe 
any cruclty upon us. This: laſt conkiderxati- 
on prevailed, and made us all. reſolve to 
hght it out to the laſt man (o vveall ran 
to our Axms, prepared | our Guns, and 
vvere very vvell reſolved. to defend our 
lives, for yve could not run avvay, the 
vvcather bcing very till, and- the men vve 
ſavv about us havivg ſeveral Shallops vvell 
manned vvith Rovvers, vyho rovved to- 
vvards us vvith great (vyiftnels. When 
they vverecome vvithin Musket ſhot of us 
they all ſiopped, fave, a ſmall Vellet, 
vyherein vve ſavvy a man vvith a vvhite 
Flag in his hand coming on tous, and 
making many ligns in token of Amity? 
© We ſtood to our Arms, and let that Vel- 
* fel come on to us, knovving it vvas not 
© ſtrong enough alone to attempt any thing 
againſt our Pinnace. When they vverc 


vvithin fifteen or tvventy yards of us. 


| rp vvho had the vvhitg Flag in bis

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© hand, making/a low teverence, ſpake to 
us in Spaniſh;- and bad us not- be atraid, 
for no harm ' was intended againſt us, 
One of my- men, who could fpcak that 
Language,- exphined what he faid, and 
asked him why they came fo about us? 
He anſwered, It was the cuftom of the 
place, that we ſhould come to no harm, 
and defired to know what Countrimen 
we were. He told him we were Hollanders. 
Then he replied in Dutch, That we were 
welcome into the Country, and defired to 
be adinitted into our Pinnace him(ſclt and 
another man ofthis Company only, prot- 
fering, to remain with us-as Hoftages till 
matters Were - better underſtood. We rca- 
$ dily yielded unto his deſire, ſo they came 
& aboard us. He was a very lufty man, with 
Fa manly look, wearing a red Gown down 
© to the middle. of his Legs, with a Cap of 
© the fame colour, and a Shaſh abour. his

* World. Then he made fign to his Shallop 
*to come near, which they did ifhmediately. 
* They brought us Bread, Wine, dry Dates, 
* Raifins, Figs, and ſeveral ſorts of Nuts, of 
© which we made an excellent Feaſt, and 
© drank merrily of the delicate Wines that 
© were given us. Aﬀter this welecom Meal, 
© the man told me his name was Carſpida,

have.proved tedious upon another ſubjcR. 
But the things he related were fo full f 
wonder and novelty that we could havegj- 
ven him a quiet and patient hearing it hi 
diſcourſe had taken up a whole days time. 

' Weconſulted a while what we had beſi to 
do, and reſolved at laſt to ſubmit to Sermody 
in all things, to go whither he would carry 
us, and wholly to derend upon Goes I'r0- 
vidence and theſe peoples Humanity. 

- While Maurice was relating all theſe ad. 
ventures to. us.. Some of his mcn, who 
burned with a deſire to be talking of the 
ſame to thcir Friends jn the Camp, got 
aſhore, and began to diſcourſe with our peo- 
ple, who gathering together -in a ring about 
them, were all amazed at their relations, 


' "and were acquainted with the news almoſt a 


ſoon as we, fo we needed not repeat any 
thing to them to let them know how our 
Aﬀfairs ſtood. They were all willing to go 
to theſe fine places the Fellows had men- 


'tioned and deſcribed to them, and wiſhed 


themſelves there already. One thing only 
vexed us all, and this was it, We were till 
in ſome hopes that our firſt Fino | 
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not doubt but the General would ſend Ships 
to our relief as ſoon as he ſhould be informed 
with our misfortune. Now if thoſe Ships 
ſhould 'come and not find us, they would 
conclude we were loſt, and. we ſhould 
ſce our ſelves deprived of all hopes of 
ever hearing from our Friends, and of re- 
turning to our Native Country. But Mas 
rice told us, That there was no reaſon to fear 
in either of theſe caſes, conſidering that we 
were fallen into the hands of a Civilized 
Nation, who had Ships, and ſent ſome of 
them from time to time beyond the Seas, 
And that it was probable we might get leave 
togo to the Irdies if we did not like thisnew 
Country. 

After we had ended theſe Confultations 
we went tomy Hut, where we found Sem 
md juſt got up from the Quilt where. he 
had a while taken his reſt. He ſmiled at us 
when we came in, and asked us how 'we 
liked the Deſcription Mayrice had made us of 
the People and City of Sporunde?We an{we- 
red, We coald not but like ard admire both 
of them, and wiſh our ſelves there if it "Þ 
his pleaſure to carry us thither. I camel 
thar purpoſe, ſaid he, and I am very glad to 
a: you ſo well diſpoſed to go3. you will 
4 pur Citics far better places to hive m

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than this Camp, although through your ja- 
duſtry you have made it already a very fine 
Habitation. 

We had ſeveral diſcourſes upon that and

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with a Veſſel or two to fetch them. You 
may do fo, anſwered he, and.

Do you get ſuch of your Othcers as 
you like belt to keep you company, and come 
along with me aboard my Ship, where you 
will tind paſling good accommodations.  : 

I took only De Nuits and Twurci my SECre» 
tary with me, and appointed Deveſe and the 
other Captain to command in my abſence,

Sermodas Ictt Benoſcear with Deveſe to be his 
Aſtiſtant and Conductor, and fo we failed 
toward Sporunde, where we landed the 
third day after our departure from Siden- 
berge. We were received in almoſt the 
{ame manner as Maurice had been, with 
this only difference, that De Naits and I had 
a great deal more reſpe&, and better atten- 
dance than he had had. "© 

Albicormas was very kind to us, anggers 
ticularly to me, We had ſeveral longWon- 
verſations concerning the preſent fate of . 
Exrope, wherein I was far better able tq give 

im fatisfation- than apy ong of ouſ{Come 


Pany- I found he was a man-0f, very excal 
—_ > «nt - 
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lent parts, learned in all (olid Sciences, and 
very well acquainted with the Greek and Ly- 
| #ixe Tongues. We ſpake Latine in all our 
converſations3 for although he underſtood 
fome of our Vulgar Languages, yet he could 
ſpeak none ſo readily and fo eloquently as 
Latixze. He told me many things concerning 
the Cuſtoms and Government of their Nati- 
on, which I will faithfully ſee out when 1 
come to deſcribe the City, Laws, and Man- 
ners of the Sevarambi. 

The day after our coming to this Town 
all our People and Luggage arrived there, 
and nothing was left in the Camp but what 
they thought was not worth taking. They 
were all uſed 4s Mauyices men, and had new 
and clean Cloaths given them every man and 
' woman. 

But there aroſe ſome difhculty concerning 
our Women,for as you may remember it was 
ordered in the Camp that one woman fhould 
ſerve hive of our common men, and none bur 
our Principal Officers were aHowed to have 
vnewoman wholly every Officer to himſelf. 

Mods and his Companions were much 
diſpleaſed with this Plurality of men to one 
woman, and told us it was fo beaftlya thing 
as wasnot to þe ſuffered, and rather than to 
endure it they would provide more wor 
or 
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for our men to keep them from that filthy 
and worſe than brutiſh practice. We excu- 
{{d our ſ(clves upon the necellity of our con- 
dition, and told him he might order the 
matter as he thought beſt vn. elt. .Will you, 
faith he. heartily conform to our Laws and 
and Cuſtoms ? We told him, We dchired to 
do fo, and thought it our beſt way. Well 
then, faith he, number out your men and 
women, and give me a Lift of them all; 
and let me know likewiſe, how many of 
your Women are with Child, and we will 
take care that you ſhall be {upplied with eve- 
ry thing you want in that particular accord» 
ing tothe; manner of: the Country. We gave 
him'an exact account of every thing accord- 
ing to his deſire y and then he faid, That if , 
any one of us was willing toſtick to any of 
the Women we had, who was not with 
Child, he might dp itz Furthermore, we 
ſhould agree of a method for every one how 

to chuſe his Bedtcllow.tor there would be a 
number ot Slaves allowed to (upply the want-+ * 
of our Women. We conſulted among, us - 
how to proceed in that matter, and it was 
agreed, That every Principal Officer, who 
had-a woman wholly to himſelf, might keep 
her (till if he pleaſed, or take a Slave of the 
Country, chuling according to his degree z 
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and that the Commonalty ſhould caft Logg 
25 Marrice his men had done before. Some 
of thele Officers ftuck to their old Bedfel. 
lows, but oh rather chuſe a new one 
than to keep ſuctFas they were already wea. 
xy of; the inferiour ſort choſe according to 
their Lot 3 and Marrices men not being al- 
lowed to make a new choice muſt be content 
to keep thoſe women they had choſe at. the 
firſt. The women who were with child by 
any Officer were commanded to ſtick to the 
Father of the Child, although he was al. 
lowed a freſh woman beſides; as for thoſe 
of the Commonalty*© that had a great belly, 
they were obliged to fiick to one of the, five 
' men who lay with them, and exhorted ty 
chuſe,: as near as they could, the man-whoni 
they thought to be the true Father of the 
Child. And that was the Method according 
to which this matter wes ordered, much to 
moſt of our Womens griet and diſcontent. 

The fifth day after we were come to <py- 
'runde, Sermodas carne to me in the'rmorning, 
andtold me, That I muſt prepare to go to 
the Temple, Where the Ofparenibon .or Mar- 
riage Solemnities were to be celebrated. He 
told me farther, That the' ſame wi” kept 
four times a year, and that it was the greateft 
Feſtiyalthey had, though much GOING co 
my | chat 
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that of Sevarunde, which was the_ moſt 
magnificent in the world. I got up and put 
on the new Cloaths that were broughe me, 
and to every one of our Principal Officers 


.who came to my Chamber go with me to 


the Temple along with odas and Car- 
ſida our perpetual Leaders. We went toge-, 
ther to-the Palace, where Albicormss had gt- 
yen us Audience, and having paſſed through 
ſeveral Courts we came at laſt to a large and 
magnificent Temple, where we ſaw a great 
many young men and. women together in 
new Apparel, and wearing, upon their heads, 
the men wreaths of green, boughs z,and the 
women Garlands of Flowers.  altoge- 
ther made the lovelieft ſhow that cver I ſaw, 


being moſt of them very proper and. hands \

Windows weregloſe (hut up, and the Cur. 

*. taindrawn, which dilcovercd the other end 

”  \ of the Church, where we ſaw at adiſtance 
. @ great Altar very rich and magnificent, 
_adorned with Garlands and Feſtors of freſh 
flowers ingeniouſly done up together. About 
it, and.in the Wall, againſt which it was (et 
up, we {aw a great Globe of Crytial, or ve- 
xy clear Glafs, as big about as tour men can 
fathom, gphich caſt ſuch a'light as cnlight- 
ned all that end ata yery great diſtance; On 
che other fide was a great Statue, repreſent- 
\ IMmga Woman with many breaſts, and ſuck- 
ing, 2s many little Children, all very curi- 
Wy cut. In the middle of theſe two Figures 
welaw nothing but a large black Curtain, 
plain without atiy Omaments. While we 
were looking upon theſe ObjeAs, the Mu» 
- fick carne nearer and nearer, and at Jaſt into 
- the Fermple. \Then, tyming aur cycs that 
. Way,we ſaw Albi:irma&fwith all his Senators, 
coming towards the' Altar in, great Pomp 
and-State. As ſoon as he came in, ſeyeral 

@ Pricſts went to meet him with Thuribala, 
'Cenſors in their hands, and fingiog a Can» 

dog _ ticle, 
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ticle. They bowed to him three times, 'an4' 
then turned and lead him to the Alcar, where 
he and his men inclined their bodies three 
times to the Curtain, twice to the Luminous 
Globe,and once to the Statue : Then he took 
his Seat on the right hand of the place 
againſt the Wall,where (cveral high Thrones 
were {ct upto receive him and his Comps 
and ſo many on the other fide-on the H 
manner. Sermod.s brought me to a Seat un-' 
der Albicormas his feet with three more 'of 
my men, and placed the reſt over-againſt us: 
on the other tide. 
We were no ſooner ſet down but threeof 
the Prieſts went towards 'the-young le, 
and called them to the Altas, TheyMvided 
into two parts, and all the Men game order- 
ly on the right hand, and the Women on 
the left, Then did the Principal Prieſt ſtand 
up on a high place in the middle of all, and 
' | made alhort.ſpeech unto them 3 which done, 
fire was brought in lighted by the 'Sun« 
beams, as I underſtood afterwards. This fire 
being brought in, Albicormay came down to 
the Altar, where he lighted ſome Arothatis 
calſticks that lay upon it with that fire, "and 08" _ 
kneeling before the Luminous _— bw 
aloud - fore words, which then 1 couli 
get..underftand, From the Globe he went 
pultc0 6 
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tothe Statue, *and bending/down one of his 
knees ,only, he made there another ſhort 
Speech - or Ptayer,: which done, the Priectis 
ſang an Anthem, which was anfwered by 
X the People. When this ſhort. Anthem was 
& ended, ſcveral Muſical Infixuments began to 
” play very {weet and meladivus. Tunes. A 
E Chorus of menand women ſucceeded thele 
FX Inſtruments, and ſang fo Divincly that we 
b all thought we were in Heaven, our Voyces 
and Mulick ip Exrope being, not comparable 
to theſe. When this Symphony was ended, 
- thechicfeſt Prieſt went to the young woman, 
who ftood-at theupper end of the Row, and 
asked her, Whether ſhe would be married ? 
She, making a low inclination, and bluſhing 
at.the (amegime; 'anſwered, Yes. Then did 
he,go to allthe others, asked them the fame 
guettion aloud., - and received ithe -like 
anſwer. The ſame was done on the other 
lide where the young men flood, and when 
all chefe;queſtions were asked, and anſ{we- 
xed, the Prieſhwent again to the upperthoft 
Maid, and asked her, Fhether ſhe would mar- 
ry. any one of the:young men who ſtood on tht 
other fide ? KV hcreunto ſhe anſwered); - Yes. 
Then did the Prieſt take her by the hand,/nd 
browght her to the uppermoſi youpg! man of 
the other xow,/ and bid her chufe __

them, that, according to the Laws, and their 
particular priviledge, they would receive 
chem into the number of their Wives, pro- 
miling to be very loving and faithful to them, 
The three Senaturs came down jmmediate:

The P 
pulliag down their Vails they maxched out 
of the Temple, and got into a Chariot, ready 
to receive them at the Gate, and fo wen 
2way much difcontented, 

As Toon as they were out of fight th: b 
Mulick began to play very merry Tun, 
and Albicormas going to the Altar ſpake 
ſortie words aloud, and taking the three ful 
Maids, and the three Senators, joyned thei 
hands rogether, and ſpake fome words, to 
which they made anſwer, and bowed very 
humbly to hin. He did the like to (even 
| ae Couples more, and at laſt leaving t| 


ci 
Othce to other Senators, he went, up. af 
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tohis Throne. The like Ceremony was uſed 
to all the relt, and when it was done, two 
Prieſts took. the fire from the Altar, bxoughe 
it to the middle of the Temple, and: the 
new married Folks made a ring about it. 
Every one of them had ſome Gums or Per- 
fumes in their hands, and cach Couple mix+ 
ing them together threw them into the hre:; 
Then kneeling down, laid their hands upon 
a yellow Book, which twa Prieſts held in 
thcir hands, Swore obetzence to the Laws, and 
promiſed to maintain them to the utmoſt of their 
power till the end of their lives, taking Ged the 
$u1,arid their Country to witneſs of their Oatbs. 
Thendid they march to theAltar again, where 
Albicormas made a ſhort Prayer, they being 
upon their knees, and tutning towards them 
+l gave them. his blcfling, which done, he 
tnarched out of the Temple, all the Com 
cM pany following after, and the Muſick plays 
W ing all ina Cohſlort. Next, they NERrrfn's 
great Dll near unto .the Temple, ; where 
00d many Tables, which were immediately 
covered with meat, _ pb vat 
 Albicormas took fat and Yau de Nuats 
told vis we ſhould be his Gueſts that day, and 
rt ging us to the uppermoſt Table, . late 
dwg with his Chicfeſt Officers, and made 
"oo H 2 3 
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us ſit with them. Sermodas took the reſt of 
my men to another Table, and the Come. 
monalty of our People, who ſtood in a Gal- 

tery alt the time of the Ceremony, were 
carried home again by Carſhida and Lenoſ: 
Car. 

We had a very noble Feafi, ſeveral Inftru- MW 
ments of Muſick playing all the while we 
fate.' After Dinner we marched out into the 
Amphitheater, which ſtood about a Musket 
fhot fromthe Temple, and all the way we 
went we' found the Streets firewed with 
herbs and flowers, and heard. the acclamati- 
ons of a-great multitude of People, who 
came out toſec us pals. This Amphitheater 
is ſtrongly built with very large ſtone, and is 
no teſs than fifty x5. I-96. tony counting 
from outer Wall to outer Wall. It is covc- 
red witha prodigious high and large Vault, 
which ſhelters the place from the Sun, and 
from alt injuries of weather. Thexe' arc 
Seats round about it one over the other, from 
topto bottom, which take, up a great deal 
of: Room, and ſtreighten the Pit to an indit- 
ferent bigneſs. The upper, Seats were. full of 
people, and none but the Officers and the 
new marricd Folks were admitted neil the 
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themſelves a while in Wraſtling, Fencing, 
Leaping, and in many other aQsof Agility, 
which was no unpleaſant fight. Then fell 
our People to dancing; and kept fo:till it 
was almoſt night, at which time the Trum- 


'pets and other Inſtruments ſounded out a 


retreat. We marched out in theſame manner 
25 we came, and found inthe Streets many 
hre-works, which made a ſecond day of the 
mght. Athicormas and his Company went 
home in their Chariots, and the new marri- 
cd people to the Lodgings prepared for them, 
where I ſuppoſe they enjoyed one another 
all night, ro their hearts content : and Ser- 
modas carried us home again, where he 
explained to us ſeveral parts of the Cere- 
mony. 'The next morning he came to us 
and asKed whether we would go to the Tem- 
ple again to ſee anotherCeremony which was 
but a conſequence of the former z to which 
we readily afſentiog he carricd us away, and 
made us ſtand a while at the Temple-gate, 
Soon after we heard a ſound of Muſick com+ 
ing towards us,and'faw the new married men 
coming to the Teinple, cach of them with 
a Jong and green bough in his hand, where 
were hung up the Wreath he wore thedey 
before, and his Wives Garland, tied toge- 
H 3 ther 
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ther with a white Clout ſtained with bloud, 
which were the marks of his Wives Virgi- 
nity. They came all into the Temple 'in a 
triumphing manner, and being come to the 
Altar Jard down their, Garlands upon it, con- 
fecrating them 20 the Deity, to the Sun, their 
King, and to their Counry, which 1s 1epre- 
ſented by the Statue I ſpake of betore. After 
thjs Confecration they went out dancing at 
the found. of the merry Tuncs, the In(iru- 
ments played till they came to their homes. 
This Feftival Iaſted three whole days with 
ageneral joy and merriment throughout the 
whole Town. | 
© * Now our time, was come to leave. the 
City of Sporunde, and to march to. Seva- 
rinde. Sermodure gave us warning, of it the 
day before we went, and 45. 2A Van 
ae Nuits, and Maurice to Albicermas to take 
our leaye of him. We went together to his 
houſe, which we found to be a noble and 
ftarely Palace, though much infcriour to the 
City Palace beth in bigneſs and ſtate. He 
received us very kindly, and told us:that 
the day following we muſt take our Journey 
to Sevarinde to wait upon Severminag. Then 
heasked us how we liked Sporwnde, and the 
Ceremonies we had ſeen in the celebration 
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of the Oſparenibou. We anſwered, We liked 
every thing even to admiration, You have 
ſcen nothing yet, and you are going. to. a 
place as far above this as the Sun is above 
the Moon. I will not too much prepoſle(s 
your minds with the glory of it, knowing 
experience will teach you more than I can 
tell yous Sermodas is to be your Guide, 
he will be very tender of you,and Iadmoniſh 
you to take his Counlcl in every thing, and 
to carry your ſelves ſo prudently: that the 
preat Sevarminas may love ard cheriſh you 
35 heartily as I have done. Then he kiſſed 
us in the forchead, and bid us farxe- 
well. 

Thenext morning, early we were carried 
to the Waterſide on the Weſt part of the 
City, where we foynd ſeveral great Barges 
ready to receive us. Sermodas breught me 
and three or foux of my men into an indi 
rent big one, but xarely carved, galt,: and 
painted. Our other men and women were 
diſtributed into other Veſſels, and .in.t 
mannex, we rowed up the River, whi 
running through a very flat and Champain 
Country flowed down very ſlowly. We. faw 
along the Banks of 1t ſeveral great buildings 
likethoſe we had ſeen below the City. We 
5 H 4 had 
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had many Rowers, who relieved one ano-Ifl fi 
ther from time to time; ſo we went up wich & 
great ſpeed, and never ſtopped till we camel i 
to ar indifferent great City, called Sporume, 
about thirty miles above Sporunde. We were 
expected there at that day, and ſo we found 
great numbers of people upon' the Key, who 
came out to {ce us land. A little before our 
Barge came to the City, a Veſlcl full of feve- 
ral Officers, cloathed like thoſe of $ porund:, 
- came to meet us, and ſore of them leaping 
into"owur Barge expreſſed a great deal of re- 
ſpe& to Sermoadas, and much civility to us. 
We went aſhoxe with them, where ſtayed 
for us the Governour of the place, called 
* Pſarkimbas. Sermodas and he embraced one 
another, and had ſome diſcourſe together, 
_ after which he kindly faluted us, and bid u; 
welcom 'into the Country in the Latine 
Tongue. Then addreffing himſelf to me, 
embracing me, -and kiſſing me in the Fore- 
_ head; he (aid he would be glad to have a lit- 
'- Ne private diſcourſe with me (ometime of 
the next day. I anſwered, I was at his com- 
mand, after which we followed hit. into 
the City, which we found to be built much 
after rhe manner of Sporunde, and about

Wears were ring an unbappy Deer, 
Which by chance: was by-them ſurpriſed in + 
Thicke: or Buſh of Brambles. They had 
ſooner ſeized upon it and overcome it,

to reſcue him with that fury, that made th 
Lion leave his hold. The fight laſted abou 
an hour, with ſacha'variety of ſport, th: 
we could not paſs on inour Journey, till 1 
had ſeen the end. At laſt the Lion had fobir 
ten the Maſter-Bear by the legs, that he w: 
ſcarce able to ſtand ; which when the Lic 
perceived, he retreated from him about : 
hundred paces, and then was too ſtrong 
the other Bear, which had unadviſedly p 
ſued him. After a ſhort diſpute the Bear 
away, and left the Lion alone to his dinne 
with the lame Bear in ſight ,, which ſent 
- him many ſnarlings and wiſhful look 
waiting till this King of Beaſts had » 
ſatisfied his appetite. But when the Li 
; Had well filled his paunch with the Deer 
© fleſh, and that he endeavoured to drag an 
the'reſt, the two Bears feeing his greed 
neſs, gave the Lion another afſault, ar 
: obliged him to depart with a good piece ( 
"fleſh in- his mouth, leaving the 'remaind: 
to the hungry Bears that devoured allt 
the very Guts. 

In porſnance of onr Journey we we 
carried over a high Mountain named Spor 
ka7 5vtop reaches to the ſecond R 
of theAir, and is always covered ove mil 
Snow and Ioe i 1n this hot Covntry. 
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J is a very clear Fountain of water which 
yields a plentiful ſtream running down the 
Rocks and Mountaing of various aſcents, 
and by the fall and diverſity of the noiſes 
and rumbling of the water, gives to the 
Paſſengers a pleaſant Muſick. When I 
was within a mile of the place, I thought 
I had heard ſome Trumpets , Drums, and 
wartike Harmony, Flutes and Hoboys, and 
ſuch other windy and watry Inſtruments of 
Muſick. What! ſaid I to Sermodas, what 
means this warlike Muſick that we hear-? 
Is there not an. Army coming before us? 
This queſtion cauſed Sermodas anth gli the: - *- 

nll Sporus to ſmile. No, ſaid Sermoday 4 
of no need to fight amongſt our ſe 
Co is more free from all di 
co $than any other under the:S$ud.* © 
We are not pinch'd with thoſe neceſſities 
that are apt to make you Europeans ſo mad 
and furious one again# another. There is 
nothing of oppreſſion or violence to be ſeen 
here.” Weare never aflaulted by any Ene- 
my: All our Thieves, Robbers, and difor- 
derly-perſons are confined to the skirts of 
;poreþ our;Jominions where they live to plague 
210 one another, but they:are not ſiffe 
iy abidgin the middle and bowels of theKing- ” 
het dorm. . Since PE On , 'whereot: 
Fn 4 
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have more certain Memoires than you in 
Europe , there was never any diſorder nor 
War 1n this place, gp in the Country round 
about, becauſe of the excellent Orders and 
uſeful Laws of this Country , which I ſhall 
hereaſter repreſent to you. At the top 
of the Mountain we lodged ina Tent which 
Nature had prepared in a Diamant Rock, 
with ſeveral Apartments. The Rock ſtood 
in a plain ground, as high as the great 
Steeple of Amſterdam. It occupied about 
an Acre of ground , having many tranſpa- 

nt Turrets round about at the middle of 
it. There was an entrance into it ſo lumi. 
; Nous and glorious, that | thought the Sun 
had made here its abode, and that therc 
was one within as well as without in the 
Heavens. In the firſt room we refed our 
ſelves, and unloaded our Unicorns. Some 
of the company gave them Provender , 0- 
thers kindled us a fire ; but Sermodas led me 
and Maurice by the hand ro take a full view 
of this ſtately Palace. When we had gone 
round, and ſeen the glory of it, and. taken 
notice of the brightneſs of the Diamant 
with the cryſtal Turrets, and ſteps by which 
men may climbup ta thetop, and .which 
are made of Ice congealed and: hargened

Sermodas led us into every chamber, 
and corner of this Diamant Palace , where 
we had the ſight of all manner of Proſpects 
and ſnape$ of Beaſts and Birds graven there 
with Natures finger to delight Paſſengers 
when -they paſs over theſe rough Moun- 
tains into Sevarambe. I fhall « 7g. from 
giving any exact Deſcription of it, for fear 
this {trange account , incredible of it ſelf, 
ſhould injure the reſt of this'Story , and 
cauſe my Readggito ſuſpect the truth of all 
S theſe Travels in this re-

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x2 The Servnd Part of the 
Afﬀeer we had well cleanſed our ſelves, we 
returned tv our Lodging, and after ſupper 
' Germodas gave me this account of this Cu- 
ſtom : Captain , ſaig hetome, we are en- 
tring into a Climate where men are forced 
to be abſtemions againſt their wills; where 
if they harboured thoſe amorous affettions 
which other men have, they meet with ſo 
many and ſuch powerful temptations, that 
they would be far more extravagant than 
the reſt of men, and be more deformed 
than any people ; for the Air and nature of 
this Country is ſuch, that it ſets a mark up- 
on all men that: touch any other women 
tiffin their own. And ſuch Virgins as for: 
get themſelves, are ſpotted vitibly to the 
eyes of all beholders, as you ſhall ſee when 
yon come amongſt them. For the preven- 
tion therefore of this and all other incon- 
veniencies which proceed from luſtful ap- 
petites , we have a cuſtom to waſh our 
_ . ſelves in this admirable Fountain, whereof 
* . the water hath that virtue to free us from 


= thoſe lecherous inclinations as well as our 


bodies fconr filth, and to oblige us to ap- 
pear among(t the Sevarambi with a: quiet 
and calm ſpirit : ſo that none or few: dare 
joyn with any other female but his own. 
I inguired whether they: had not a plurality 

- allowed 
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Hiſtory of the Sevarices, + a3 © 
allowed them ; No, anſwered Sermodas, we 
in our Country have that allowance, and 
this cauſeth us all tg beſo crooked in our 
bodies; for this ſhape proceeds from the 
crookedneſs of our reaſon, which carries us 
to act and perform ſuch things as agree 
not, I confeſs, with the excellency of our 
humane nature, but only with thoſe natural 
propenſities, which we either by Art or re- 
ſolution ſhould reſtrain within the compaſs 
of a moderate appetite. But you are ecn- 
tring amongſt the ſobereſt poop of the 
World, free from all thoſe wild paſlions 
which cauſe ſo much diſturbance- in other 
Lands. They are the perfetteſt and moſt 
beautiful Ladies that ever you beheld, all 
their Country. and all things therein are 
ſtately, glorious, pleaſant, rich and noble, 
and ſo extraordinarily full of innocent de- 
lights, that you would be content to abide 
there for ever, 

This ſhort account , with the many 
relations that we had already of this 
Country, inflamed our delires. to be Eye- 
witneſſes of theſe rare things , and to 
injoy the ſtately advantages that this 
place and Country afford. Therefore the 
next morning early we waſhed. and Prepa- 
red our felves for our Journey, But there 
KtiA happe- 
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Joarney for a white. As ſoon as our Uni- 
corns were looſe and ready to be loaded, a 
Jaccal happened to ron by in ſight of theſe 
Animals. As ſoon as they perceived it, 
they ran after it ſo ſwiftly , that one of the 
foremoſt caught the Jaccil , and killed it : 
for there is a natural Antipathy between 
theſe two creatures, as there is between a 
Hare and a Grey-hound, - At the. firſt ſight 
, of a Jaccal it is not poſſible to keep in the 
Unicorn, who is naturally carried to purſue 
this ravenous Beaſt. This gave us the trou- 
ble to run about a mile after them to the 
declive of the Hill , where the Unicorns 
were all dividing the ſpoils of the dead Jac- 
cal; one was tearing the tail, another was 
buſie about the Head, another was devour- 
ing the guts; they had all ſhared it amongſt 
them. -- When we had brought them back, 
we all mounted , and went on in our Jour- 
ney.” About ten miles in our way, atthe 


top of a very high ſteep Hill, we ſaw the 


great City of Sevarinde , and the beautiful 
Country where it is ſituate, Here the 
Sporvs are wont to perform certain Cere- 
monies before they dare venture farther ; 
for they imagine, that if they negleed or 
contemned them, the Great Spirit of =

af accident which retarded or 
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Air, which goferns in that Climate, would 
ptniſh them with fome ſignal token of his 
difpteaſure; as he doth fuch as are given to 
Debanchery and Lechery. Tand my Com- 
rades were all obliged tofollow the fame 
Cuſtoms and Manners, fot fear of giving 
offence, and for avoiding thoſe deformities 
and marks which are faid to be inflifted 
_ all Contemners of the Laws of the 
Land, 

In our Travelling we had the fight of 
many ſtrange Creatures, Animals, Birds, 
and Inſets , whereof I knew not fo much 
as the name. [The Trees in our Road were 
hung with Apes and Monkies: the Woods 
full of aromatick Trees and ſweet Perfumes: 
the Mountains and Wildernefſes were in- 
riched with Diamant Rocks and Banks of 
Cryſtal :' the Rivers and Streams of Water 
are full of ſandy Gold and preciovs Stones 
tranſparent. When I conſidered how rich 
and delightful a place the deſcent of theſe 


> [Monntains was, I judged that the Coun- 


try beyond, and the Bottoms' and'Vallies 
muſt;.confequently exceed all that I Ever 
beheld on Earth. One thing I cannot 0- 
mit :*we ſaw in our travelling a Beaver 
purſued” and hunted by -a Creature not 
much unlike in ſhape to ovr m——_ 
8. ut 
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but of another nature , morgrayenous and 
fiexce,, 'For Eagles and Vulttres of all 
kinds and ſorts, they were here in ſuch 
numbers, that the Sky was. ſometimes 
darkned with them. , 
In the way Sermodas gave me and my 
' Companions ſeveral precautions how we 
ſhould behave our ſelves amongſt the Seva- 
rites, Firſt he adviſed us to talk but little; 
For, ſaid he, they are the wiſeſt of all men, 
if therefore you will gain any eſteem, or 
hinder your ſelves from being deſpiſed , ab- 
ſtain from too much diſcoyrie; for if they 
perceive, by a multiplicity of words , any 
indifcretion in you, they will contema you, 
and not think you worthy to abide 1n"the 
Land, much leſs to be honoured by them. 
Again, take heed of ſwearing , curſing, or 
damning ; for ſuch irregularities in lat 
Bage were never yet admitted into that 
nd, They ſpue or baniſh out all diior- 
derly perſons, and confine them to the Bor- 
ders. ſerve next to do as you ſee other 
men, agd take heed you be not ſingular 1n 
anyepraCtices: but when once you are ad- 
njoniſhed by them , imitate them, arlif fol. 
low their good advices; for in ſo daing, 
you will preſerve your ſelves. in tfieir 
eſteem , and ſhew them reſpect, ” Obſti 
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nacy and ſingflaciry are vices not known 
amongſt them as they are amongſt you 
Europeans. Take heed that you drink not 
t00 much of the delicious Wines of the 
Country, but yſe all things with abſtinence 
and moderation. Refule not any gifts 
which they will beſtow upon you ; for they 
are all noble and generous in their beha- 
viour and actions, and love not to fee their 
favours flighted by Strangers; 1 ſhaHl, faid 
Sermodas, inform you what to do, and give 
you other direCtions, as I ſhall ſee occaſion, 
that you may paſs with credit through the 
Country of the Sevaramb:. When he had 
ended his diſcourſe, we thanked him for his 
kindneſs, and promiſed him out ready obe- 
dience to all that he ſhould require from ys, 
He ſeemed to be well ſatisfied with our 
compliance with him from the beginning. 
Thus we travelled along till we came to 
the foot of theſe high Mountains to the 
paſſage of a large River three times bigger 
than the Danube or the Rhyne. It is called 
by the Sporus Cocab , and by the Sevarambi 
Rocara. It runs at the bottom of the Hills, 
and incompaſſeth the Kingdom of; the Se- 
varites almoſt round, till it meets with ano- 
ther large River , which together unite

Theſe Laws we can ſhew 
you 1n our Regiſters , ſubſcribed by all the 
men of thoſe days. In his time there hap-, 
pened ſome Sons of Noah to be carried by 
the ſtormy winds upon theſe Coaſts. At 
their landing one of them met with a beau- 
tiful Vipin called Serie, whom he raviſh- 
ed and got with child, She brought forth 
Twins, a Boy named Brxbo, and a Girl cal- 
led Chreſtona, Theſe two being crooked, 
could not meet with Matches amongſt 'the 
Sevarambi, who deſpiſed them : Therefork 
when they came to the Age of thirty, they 
matched and increaſed ſtrangely.

'23 
ſtritneſs of the lives of the reſt of the $e- 
varambi, they abominate ſuch mixtures ; « 
and though their Country inclines them as 
much as any to the fleſh, they cannot be 
perſwaded to make uſe of it out of the rules 
and ways preſcribed to them, And if at 
any time they forget themſelves by chance, 
the Air and Country is ſo great an enemy 
to ſuch practices, that it diſtinguiſheth 
them from all the reſt by ſome viſible mark 
upon their Noſes or Forcheads , which cau- 
ſeth them to be 1mmediately baniſhed ont 
of the Country to the Confines over ano- 
ther River on the other ſide of the King- ® 
dom , where they have the liberty to live 
deprived of all the pleafures of this earthly 
Paradiſe. Thither are confined all thedif- 
orderly perſons , the lecherons, the filthy, 
and baſe , each ſort have their diſtint pla- 
ces of abode, or Iflands from whence th 
are not ſuffered to depart: till they dye 
turally : For our wiſe and ever glori 
Law-giver commanded us not to put, 
to death for any miſtake, forgetfulneſs, of 
miſcarriage of their lives, Killing is per- 
mitted by our Laws only in defence of our 
own perſons ; all other Offenders againſt 
the Municipal Laws of the Land are bani- 
ſhed to the Borders , where they live to re- 
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pent them of their wickedneſs , and moſt 
times dye good men, I ſhall give you a 
farther account of the excellent Laws and 
Manners of the Sevarites, when we ſhall be 
on the other ſide amongſt them ; for they 

w1ll not be perſwaded to venture over into 
theſ> parts, for fear of infefting themſelves 
with Foreign Cuſtoms and Manners , and 
the vicious Air , which is every where but

das to me, when we had watked about a 
' mile from our Company, it is time for us 
to viſit them again, for yonder comes a furi. 
ous Company down the Mountains, which 
will force vs to a retreat. I looked and 
ſaw a Party of Jaccals followed by two old 
Lions and fome young ones ruffning apace 
towards us, howling as if they had been 
mad : hunger makes them more furious 
and greedy than otherwiſe they would be; 
for they jncreaſe ſo faſt, that in the Woods 
d Retreats there 1s not ſufficient food 
them all to fill their Paunches every day, 
*T owards the dawning of the day they 
burſt out of their Caves and Holes to ſeek 
their neceſſary proviſions for them and 
their young ones. The foremoſt were not 
above an hundred paces from us, when they 
firſt declared their coming with fearful 
out-crys, 


out-crys, which were ſigns to the Lions 
round about, that they had diſcovered ſome 
prey. We were then without Weapon, and 
never dreamed of any danger in fo pleaſant 
an abode. All the wild Beaſts underſtood 
the Alarm of their fore-runners, and haſted 
fo the place where the Jaccals had made a 
noiſe. A mixture of all ſorts followed them 
cloſe at the heels, Lions, Bears, Tygers, 
Elks, Leopards, and ſome other ſorts which 
I ſhall hereafter deſcribe, It was not time 
for us to ſtay there any longer, and fee our 
danger haſten upon us. We took qur ſelves 
to our heels, and ran with Sermodas towards , 
our Bower , where all the Sporv: had put 
themſelves in a poſture of defence as ſoon 
as they heard the noiſe. But we could not 
make ſuch'haſte, but one of the foremoſt 
Leopards caught Maurice by the Coat, and 
tore oft a piece, whichgthe furious beaſt de- 
voured, and gave him time to eſcape; ano- 
ther bit me by the Buttocks, and held me 
ſo faſt, that I could not get away from him, 
In the, mean while all my Company run be- 
fore , every one ſhifting for himſelf. 1 
thought my ſelf Joſt, bur [ was refolved to 
ſtruggle for my life. The leſs hopes 1 ſaw of 


eſcaping , becauſe ſeveral Companies of 


ether ravenous Beaſts were near at hand. I 
_- tyraed 
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Leopard by the Ears, thruſting one of my 
fingers into his right Eye. The pain forced 
him to let go his bold, which as ſoon as he 
had done, he leaped upon me with his open 
Taws,into which I thruſt my right hand and 
took hold of the Tongue , neceſlity adding 
more ſtrength to my Arm , I pluckt it 'by 
the root whiles the beaſt held me with his 
Paws, At that inſtant fix roaring Lions, 
-and three Bears , with an infinite number 
of Jaccals, had overtaken and ſurrounded 
. me, but none offered to touch me. 4 flung 
., among them the Leopards tongue, which 
they all greedily catched at with a ſhort 
diſpute , which 'of them ſhould have it, 
This gave me leiſure to run about a dozen 
paces trom them before they had ended it, 
As ſoon as a Lion had taken it for his ſhare, 
the reſt fel} foul nppn the Leopard , which 
was become ſo troubleſom to them, becauſe 
"of his extraordinary howling , that they 
minded me not ſo much, only an old Bear 
made after me, and overtook me, When 
I ſaw Sermodas and Maurice , and all the

one for my ſelf. As ſoon as I had got a 
Sword in my hand, I ran at the Bear, and 
wounded the beaſt in the right Thigh at 
the firſt blow, but at the ſecond 1 thruſt it 
in at the breaſt, and wounded him at the 
heart. In the mean while all our Compa- 
ny were not idle, they fell upon the wild 
Beaſts with their Swords and Halberts-in 
their -hands, and killed in a ſhort time 
twenty Lions, thirteen Bears, and forty 
Jaccals , with threeſcore other ſort,:of, fu+ 
rcidus and ravenous Creatures: We found. 
dead the next day one like a Bull with ſix 
Horns, two fmall ones a little above the 
Noſe, twoa little bigger under the Eyes, 
and two great ones upon his Head. This 
beaſt is called S»ja, and lives upon the 
ſpoils of other Animals.

ſend chither all thoſe perſons who defire to 
cauſe any alteration in their Pant cog 
ar Manners, or who live not accordi 
' the ſtrict Rules which they have rotiect 
from their Forefathers, and which by no 
means they will be perſmaded to change, 
Some of theſe baniſhed men, after a certain 
number of years, and a viſible fign of Re- 
formation , have leave to zeturn, and to be 
admitted again amongſt the Severambi; 
bat others are 10 unquict' atd unrvly, 
that they are a trouble to themſtlyves, and 
all that are concerned with them.  There- 
fore our Princes and Governors will not 
admir them again, for fear they ſhoald re- 
lapſe into the ſame evils, and Linars'chis 
whicty for many thouf 
hath continued in peace 'and 
without alteration by. the excelent _ 
werdn;icrg 0 
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Hiftory of the Sevarites — 4 = 
of our Great and wiſe Seerias, the firſt 
Monarch of this happy Land. _ Hence it is,” 
that we never have any change of chief 
Governours or Governments-,- every one 
knows his duty, his place and abtlities, and 
is fully fatisfed with the advantages that: 
he. expects from thence. Here is no op- 
preſſion nor visknce , the leaſt inclination 
of that unnatural diſpoſition ſends men 
away to the Borders to prevent future mi{- 
chiefs. Neither have the Sevarzes that 
wicked cuſtom of coining Money, and buy- 
ing and ſelling all things with money, the 
root of all Northern evils. They will not 
admit of. any ſuch weed to grow 1n this 
Land, but things are exchanged for one 
another, And you have-ſeen ſince your 
entrance, there is ſo great an abundance of 
all good things, that men muſt be lovers 
of wickedneſs, that can be evil in the midft 
of ſach a plenty of goodngfs where tt over- 
flows. But I muſt tell you , ſaid Sermodas, 
of one thing more, which cauſeth vs to 
continue 10 peace : we are not fubfe&t to 
the wicked attempts and temptations of 
any evilSpirit, as yon are in the Northern 
World. Thofe dangerons Imps care not to 
oa this Southern part ; for they have been

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ad the yery ſight of the Sevarites, or of 
ir COmey\. You, I underſtand, in the 
Northern par ts lay moſt of your miſcar. 
riages at the © Devils door, who hath a room 
in many of your: habitations, and a dwel- 
ling in every place and corner ; but we are 
altogether free from his company and tem- 
tions.. Sometimes it is frue, he ſends 
ome looſe Devils to debauch a few indiſl- 
creet perſons, but then we ſend them away Wl; 
immediately to their proper places with the FI; 
Fiend in their company. But, ſaid Adan BN; 
rice, bow can you keep the Devils out of your 
Land ? They fly in the empty Air, and go IN; 
by night as well as by day. Sermodas an- 1 
ſwered, Our eyes are better than yours, WR 
but the Sevarices of all men have the moſt FI; 
refined ſenſes, They can ſee when the lj, 
Spirits come-amongſt them ; for this pur- 
poſe there is a conſtant Guard kept/in all I; 
the uſual Roads upon the” Borders ,of the I; 
Sevarites, four hufidred Conſpirers, if I may |; 
ſocall them , are kept in conſtant Pay to 
drive away the Devil with Spells, when he 
ventures to approach upon the Borders. 
They: have a particular Art to command 
the/evil Spirits, which no man knows but 
themſelves. It is true, ſome of the yorg: 
ng; and cralty Raſcals creep into this Land 
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through 


through by-ways out of the uſual Roads; 
but when the Sevarzes catch them , they 
torment them ſufficiently , and deal with 
| them as with Spies, without any compaſll:- 
- Eonofthem : ſo that they ſeldom return to 

this place again , but by their cruel enter- 

tainment they keep al] their other Com-

We may 
chance to give youa ſight of this action, if 
you travel into the Country towards the 
Borders. Another way they have to plague 
and impriſon them , by making Gun-pow- 
der; for when the Devils come into a 
Land, they always draw to that place where 
there is the greateſt noiſe and diſturbance, 
for there they imagine they may make 1 
good intereſt. Now there is no greater 
nolle in this Land .than this of the Gun: 
powder , which we.make not as you do in 
i Europe, but with a wheel, as you may ſee, 
if you travel into the Land. Sometime 
therefore it happens, that the (illieſt of 
them prying too near into the work, eithe 
to underſtand the Art, or to know wha 
the Sevarites are doing, i they are many time: 
caught by their cars, and I have know!

The Seva- 
ay re} have many other ways to puniſh them 
if for the infolences and wickedneſſes which 
he they have committed in the World ; but 
veEwhen I have an' opportunity , I ſhall give 
w. you an account of that. I could wiſh, ſaid 
 aNfawice, that our Country-men in Europe 
ere knew how to dea] with theſe ſabtle Crea- 
tures, and how to be revenged for the con- 
tinual wrongs which they daily receive 
from their malice and evil ſuggeſtions. Ir 
1s a queſtion, ſaid 1, whether many of them 
would make uſe of that Art, if they knew 
It; for a great many are ſo pleaſed with 
their company and ſuggeſtions, that they 
Wicek them rather, -thag to endeavour to be 
nd of them. Well, faid Sermuodas, let them 
bt in love with their own miſchief and 
:Ylanger, the Sevarites arg ſeldom taken and 
deceived by their allurements : and if at 
any time they are carried to any wicked- 
heynels, they are baniſhed ; and if the Devil 
deſbe caught , he is ſeverely tortured. ' This 
Wed order and many others , when I ſhalt 
wlipeak to you of their Laws , preſerves hap- 
pineſs, peace, and proſperity in this Conn- 
"Yiry.

This Diſcourſe pleaſed us well, and can. 
ſed us to intreat Sermodas to take ſome 
other time t£o1nform us of the Laws of the 
Sevarites, We asked him ſeveral other 
queltions concerning their Governnfent 
within the Rivers, concerning their Cu. 
ſtoms and Tributes, and whether all the 
-- Country was ſo happy and rich as that 
which we had already bcheld. He anſwe. 
'red to all queſtions ſo exactly, that we 
thought our ſelves much obliged to him for 
his ſtngular favour. He was well acquaint- 
ed with all things, for he had been 1mploy:- 
ed about the Afﬀairs of Sevarmmas from 
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his infancy, and was often ſent to carry the Wh 
Tribute to his Court. He told us, that 
the-Rings Revenues were certain, and that ſh 
from all parts men brought to him all forts 


of Neceſlaries for him and his numerous 
Court. That he never had any need to de- 
mand more, for his Expences were as re- 
gular as his Incomes, and that if he ſhould 
want any thing more, there is none of his 
Subjects, from the meaneſt to the higheſt, 


but would think himſelt highly honoured, it hc 


he'would accept of all that they have. But 
as. he jsr@a great Lover of Juſtice and: Equi- 


ty, heis content with the ancient Reverſ-

His Fathe | 
ame was Seravino, a Prince of an extraor- 
linary Beauty ; he reigned amongſt us thir- 
ty years, and mightily —_ the Palace

iiſcourſe, Sermodas led us all to ons Cham- 
* Wers, where we had all things convenient 
or us, and ſhewing us 1n a great wide room 
ung with Cloth of Gold , each mans Bed 
f embroidered Silver for him to reſt till 
henext morning, he took his leave,of vs, 
d bid us good night, We reſted very 
tetly without any diſturbance till the 
xX-morning, when a Concert of Muſick. 
the next Chamber awakened us. Sem. 
$«openicd firſt our door, and catredreur- 
id YER E 3 Room, - 
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54 - The Stood Part of thi 
Room, deſiring us to get up and put on 
the Apparel which he had brought to ns, 
Whiles we were _— of our ſelves, a 
Meſſenger came from King Sevarminas to 


baſten us away, becauſe he intended to give 
us Andience, afd then to take ſome Recrea- 


- ion before Dinner. At the time of our 


- Appearance he appointed ten Senators 0 


his City, men of great Gravity and Worth, 
to attend upon us, and lead us to him. We 
were conducted through the Streets full o 
Sevarites, who ſeldom fee Strangers in thoſe 
parts. Their curioſity cauſed them to 
throng together to look upon us : we 
marched thus about half a mile throu 
the moſt ſplendid places, and had the fig 
of ſo many rare objects, that the Work 
cannot afford. the like. The number o 
Jewels ahd precious Stones , the quantity 
of Gold, Silver, the excellency of the Stru 
ctures, Arches, Palaces, and Temples dedi 
cated to their God, are beyond all credit 
and imagination of men. But nothing 
ivrpriſed ns fo much as to look upon the 
Royal Court and the glory of it. It ſtands 
upon a ſmall riſing incompaſſed about with 
a deep River, and walled three times round 
with ſquare ſtones cut out of a Diamant 
Rock about ſix foot ſquare, and poliſhed 
| we 
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well, that at the firſt 'approach our eyes ** "2 
could not endure the brightneſs of the place 
when the Sun ſhines clear without a cloud. 
Some other precious Stones were intermix- 
ed of green and red colours, but all tranſ- 
parent. There was but one entranc@over 
the River by a Bridge. The firſt Gate was 
full of Ivory Pillars and Supporters, an 
embelliſhed with large ſtones, black a 
white Marble. Round about in the void 
ſpace were delicate Walks, and Gardens 
fil of ſtrange ſorts of Trees, fome yellow, 
others green, ſome black, others white, and 
ſhewing to the eye ſuch a variety of heay- 
tiful colours, that it is the moſt glorious 
Proſpect of the World. The ſecond Wall 
was all of a red ſtone , but bright and ſhi 
ning. The third and mnermoſt Wall was 
as white as Snow, like to our Alabaſter, 
but of a ſtone which is not to be found in 
any part of the Northern World. In the 
empty places round about between the» 
Walls, grew all manner of Trees for plea- 
ſure or profit, with ſome that are not to be 
ſeen elſewhere, The Kings Palate ſtood 
within theſe three Incloſures, having 
round about it a large Green with ſeveral 
Walks of ſandy Gold and ſtately Images 
of Alabaſter and Porphyry , repro eng | 
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all manner of ſhapes, as beaſts, birds, and 
men in moſt ations of their life. Thek: 
Images ſtood upon Baſes of Saphir, and 
. the lmages were all made of a tranſparent 
hard ſtone as clear as Cryſtal. You may 
imagyne, that at op firft entrance, the Sun 
ſhining in its greateſt brightneſs upon 
them, we were caſt into a ſudden haze, and 
®furpciſed at the unexpected view of ſo ma- 
ny glorious things. The Palace was per. 
fetly round, with four long Galleries 
' reaching from fide to ſide, and as many 
Gates. It was built of precious Stones, of 
all ſorts and ſizes : the Tyling was of Gold 
and Silver, and the inſide was ſo curiouſly 
'wrought, and ſorich, that it is not to he 
:magiged nor believed » It | ſhauld here de- 
clare every particular, The King fate in 
an empty Court in the middle of his Palace, 
under a beautiful Gallery inriched with al 
manner of Jewels: round about him on the 
right and left ſtood his Cqunſcilors and 
Attendants : his Seat wasza Throne of fix 
ſteps, over which there was a Canopy df 
Stare ,obefore i It were {1x Baſes upon which 
ſtood ſix Lions rampant of a red {tone.” To 
this place we were conducted by Sermodas 
and the Ten Grandees , apd led to the foot 
of the Throne, where we were taught to dp 
Our 
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our Obeiſance upon our knees. The King 
had a rich Crown upon his Head , and a 
Scepter in his right Hand , and fate in a 
great deal of Majeſty and Glory. Sermodas 
adviſed me to ſpeak to the King, as ſoon 
as we had paid him that reſpe@t which was 
due to his Perſon and place. ThereforeT 
ſtood up, and addreſſed my ſelf to himiih 
this manner in the French Tongue , which 
he underſtood well : * Moſt glorious and 
* mighty Prince , you ſee before you poor 
* Strangers calt upon yourCoaſts by a ſtorm, 
*which I know not how to name, bappy 
* or unhappy ; for ſince our Arrival in your 
* Land, we have met with ſo many civilitics 
© and expreſſions of kindneſs from your lo- 
© ying People, that we have already recei- 
©ved a compenſation for the loſs of our 
© Ships and Goods, We are come here to 
* adore your Maj:ſty in obedience to your 
* Commands, agg. to zeceive from you thoſe

* We doubt ng@&dut according to your Work

*as Providence hath made us, *antl to r

*all thingsthat we have hitherto met with

© the King of ſo glorious a Land, muſt needs

Cyvine, We humbly ſubmit our ſelves

£ formed what your Majeſty ſhall [think fit

Sevarm:- 
nas ſeemed to 1ike our perfons and our 
Speech, to which he returned this Anſwer: 
That he had ſent: for ns, not to offer any 
injury to our perſons : That he who was a 
Lover of Juſtice amongſt Lhis own Subjects, 
could not do. injuſtice $ > That 
theESevarrtes in general vil be- 
baviour, and inclinable to pity the miſerics 
of other men gybut that he had given ſtrict 
Orders Fo lfave a care of our perfons, and 
farniſhſts with all that we ſhould want. He 
told us, That not only the curioſity: of ſee- 
ing us , who were come out of remote Na-

many others, I gave him full ſatisfaction; 
So that, as a gratification , he ſent for a 
Box of Jewels, which he beſtowed 'upon 
_ Us, 
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-us, together with Collars of Gold and Am- 
bergrieſe, which he wiſhed 'us ta Year 
whiles we ſhould remain in that Country, 
After we had continued with him about 
an hour, he roſe up from his Throne , and 
commanded Zidi Parabas , the Maſter of 
his Ceremonies, to lead ns to Lodgings 
ovided for us in his own Palace, and 
Zids Marlorat. his Chancellor and chief Mt- 
niſter, to diſcourſe with us about a Trade, 
and the means to open it with us. During 
our abode 1n "thoſe parts, we had ſeve- 
ral meetings with him, and aſſured him, 
that the Dutch Nation would be overjoy'd 
to mect with ſo civil a People , ſo ſociable 
and amiable, and that they would quickly 
embrace the firſt motion of. a Trade with 
them. We extplled our home-Commadi- 
. ties, and ſhewed what advantage they 
would'reap by a converſation with us ; but 
the Chancellor told me, That ſuch as | was 
ſhonld have liberty to entef into their Bor- 
ders; but Ruffans and Rafls of an ill 
life could not -be admitted by the Laws of 
their Land. Yet they ſhould have leave to 
trade in Sporambe, and in the [ſlands; which 
Sevarmin$# would appoint for that pur- 
ſe ; but that none of the Sevariutes ſhould 
go thither , unleſs 1t-be ſuch. baniſhed men 
ay 
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as are ſent away for their miſdemeanours. Foe. 
| replied to him, That if he would keep 
away from thence ſuch as are baniſhed out 
of Sevarambe for their Knavery, we would 
trade with all the reſt; for we and all our 
Country-men had rather deal with honeſt 
men than with Knaves. At laſt ic was con- 
cluded to prevent the 1nconveniencies on 
both ſides, That all the Dxtch ſhould land 
amongſt the Sporvs, and in an Ifſand that is 
at the mouth of the great River Rocara in 
the Pacifick Sea, about an hundred and thir- 
ty Lagues from the-Streights of Magellan. 
This Iſland is peopled with a generation of 
men deſcended from the Sevaries, and ba- 
ntſhed out of the Country for their inordi- 
nate love of women and men, *I here are 
three good Towns belonging to it, and a 
capacious Harbor for Ships oi the greateſt 
burden. I acquainted the Chancellor with 
our Art of Navigation, with many other 
knowledges which the Europeans uſe with 
great profit ang advantage to their King- 
oms. He ſeemed to be well fatished and 
mightily pleaſed with the account I had 
given him. Whiles Sevarmmas was gone 
to hunt and ſport himſelf , Sermodas and 
Zids Parabas led us round about the Gak- 
kriesand Walks, ſhewing us the rare Fiſh. 
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pn, the ſtately Orchards, the riches and 
uty. of the Buildings, and all things 
round about, which cauſed us 'to wonder, 
and ſtand many times in a maze. The Art 
of Painting is here alſo, and the Severites 
excel in that skill. Therefore the Galleries, 
and generally all the Palace of Sevarminas, 
was adorned with many lively Repreſenta- 
tions. e Maurice, who was an excellent 
Painter, admired ſome Pictures, and told 
us, that he thought they conld not be made 
but by a Divine hand. The Sevarites are 
excellent in Geometry and Aſtrology. They 
have differing names for all the Stars that 
appear in their Hemiſphere , and under- 
ftand perfectly well all their Motions and 
Vertues. As ſoon as we returned from 
our pleaſant Walk , we met with Sevarm- 
zas about dinner-time returned from his 
Hunting, whereof I ſhall give this ſhort ac- 
count, for this Sport is not like to ours, 
The Sevarites hunt not with Dogs, but with 
tame Foxes, of an extraordimary ſwiftnels ; 
they hunt Rabbers, Hares, Deer; and all 
other wild beaſts are hunted with tame 

Leopards. In the morning that the Ki 

intends to ſee this Sport, the chiet Hun 
man hath orders to prepare all *things for 
the diverſion, twenty Leopards ry 
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looſe ina wide Park, where the wild 
is brought. Phe King and all his Nob 
T, Bare mounted upon their glorious Mules , of 
rt F beautiful colours, with Trappings of Silver 
te: and Gold , adorned with precious Stones. #® 
Ss, | The Leopards, at the ſight of the Lion or 
es, the Bear, draw near to him by degrees, 
[a Yand taking their opportunity , they run to 
at him. When he tecls himſelf overpower- 
Id Fed, he ſeeks his ſafety in his heels, and all 
de the Mules gallop after him. I am not able 
re Fto repreſent all the various actions and de- 
ey Elights that are here expreſſed to the Be- 
at F holders eyes ; but this kind of Hunting is 
er- EF much eſteemed by the Sevarites, and none 
nd FI have the liberty to make uſe of it, but the 
mM King and ſome of the prime Nobles; for 
"-Fitis a Royal Sport , and gives much fatiſ- 
hs £ faction to the Spectators. Sevarminas at 
ac- F his return entred into his Palace, accompa- 
rs. F nie& with all his Servants, in very rich At- 
ith F tire : ſome of them came and ſpoke to us in 
the Spaniſh Tongue , and bid vs welcome 
into'their Country. We anſwered their _ 
Civilities with reſpect, and followed the 
Frain of Sevarminas that walked two and 
two into the Palace, into a great Hall an 
Mnntdred yards in length, and as many in 
breadth , where Tables were ready covered. 
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”  , withall manner of curious Dainties, of all 
ſots. Sevarminas and his Queen , with 
three of his Sons, and fix of his Daughters, 
ſatz down at a Table, which ſtood at the 
upper end, raiſed a little above the reſt, un- 
der a large Canopy ſhining with Gold and 
p—_ Stones, of. an ineſtimable value. 

$ ſoon as they were ſate down, the Muſick 
in the Galleries round about began to play 
ſuch raviſhing Tunes, that we European; 
were aſtoniſhed. Sermodas and Zids Para 
bas invited us to fit down at a Table nat far 
from that of Sevarminas. To tell you of 
all the Glory and State we beheld., the 
{weetneſs of the Wines, the various Secvi- 
ces, and the dainty Meats, of the excellent 
and raviſhing Sights, Ireckon it impoſlible, 
I could fill up a Volume of thoſe things 
that were then preſented ro our ſenſes; 
{o many and ſuch variety of objects , rare 
and wonderful, appeared before us, that 
when Zia; Parabas ſaw how we were plea- 
fed with them, he inquired of us, ,whether 
we had any ſuch Delights in Exrope, I att 
ſivered, That the pleaſures, and delights of 
the Europeans are many and curious, but 
they are not to be compared to what we 
then ſaw. One of the Table inquired of us 
about ſome other particulars z and ny 
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Hiſtory of the Sevaryes. ls

'Gitts and Preſents of a great value, When 
1 was returned into Exrope, I ſold the ear 
| F an 
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and other Rarities, which the King and 
Qpeen beſtowed upon me , for above ſix 
millions of Gold, Afaurice and the reſt of 
my. Companions. had Gitrs according to 
their Qualities. We had Orders to walk 
abont the City, and take a view of the Ra. 
rities of that wonderful place. To ſpeak 
truth , every thing, '1f it were in our own 
Country , would ſeem a rarity, 1 never 
beheld fo much Glory and Riches, nor ſuch 
beautiful objets, nor ſuch gravity , and 
com wy Perionages ſo full of Majeſty and 
oodnels. They were/{d far from fcorn- 


ng or contemning us that were Strangers, 
that they ſzemed they could not too much 


hononr and reſpect us; for Sevarminas had 
iven that ſtrift Order , to give ns all the 
tisfaftion that we could defire. 

Zids Parabas Ted us to their publick 
Halls 'throngh beautiful Streets, paved with 
many tranſparent ſtones, - When we en- 
tred into them , we ſaw their Court of Ju- 
dicature. - On both ſides were the Lawyers 
Cells or little Cloſets. Theſe are a certain 
number of men , who are locked up as Pri- 
foners in this place , and not ſuffered to 
range up and down the City, for fear-they 
ſhould infeft the reſt of men with their idle 
rotions and Quirks. They are lay al 

ep, 
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kept, the Judges only excepted, as our mad 
andicraſie men in Ewope , are confined'to 
Bedlams,and as the wild beaſts totheir'dens; * 
for by this Policy they preſerve the City in 
quiet. When we were in their vaſt Hall, and 
heard ſome entring in, they looked all to ſee, 
whether we were fit for their turn , whe- 
ther we had committed ſome offence that 
deſerved puniſhment ; but when they faw 
that we viewed that place only out of cu- 
riolity, they fneaked all in again, and'would 
not ſo much as look upon us all the' time 
that we were there, till che Trumpet” began 
to ſound, and the Judge ſate upon his Sear. 
Then came in a company of Seviariges Tead- 
ing a young Girl that had fa rhe 
and given libetty to a-puny Fellow to-play 
the wag with her. They had both of 
great punches of fleſh growing upon their 
Noſes and Foreheads, which came up'in the 
very aft. As ſoon as their Neighbours had 
beheld this ſuperfluity, they underſtood the 
crime, and took hold of them both to bring 
them to this Tribunal. The Lawyers, like

honeſty, and loſt their honour, The Judge 
asked them many queſtions. All the cruel

tow alſo was adjudged unworthy to live 
any longer among(t the religious Sevarites, 
I asked Sermodas, - why the Sevaramb: ſuffe- 
red the Lawyers, who I told him in our 
Country , were generally none of the beſt 
men in the World : What! ſaid he, have 
you any there ? Yes, ſaid I, to our ſorrow, 
we cannot be quiet for them. Captain, 
replied he, I muſt tell you, were itHhot for 
theſc Fellows , the Sevarites would: not- be 
able to live ſo quict as they do; nor ſo in- 
nocent as in all other Countries: fear as well 
as ſhame qaſtkeFMnen in awe, and in the 
perſyHince © of their duties to their Negh- 
| and Superiours. And though men 
- .artniot here ſo inclinable to wickedneſs as 
= MmM-Exrope, becauſethey proceed from ano- 
FP ther ſtock and generation of men ; yet the 
res of the Country, together with the 
I nts of ſome ſubtle Devils, whom 
" cannot always perceive , many "may. be 
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fore for:the publick Good, that theſe men 
are living amongſt us, And though they 
are as bad as thoſe whom they plead a- 
gainſt, they are here configed in theſe and 
fuch like:Cells, where there is a publick 
proviſion made for them , to keep them 
from rugning up and down to breed diltur- 
bances, Such among(t them as are honeſt, 
good, and merciful men, are highly eltee- 
med, but they are very rare ; and if they 
were known to be honeſt and good men 
amongſt the Lawyers, the reſt would not 
ſuffer them to come near the Bar, but wauld 
daniſh chem out of their Society , and de- 
prive them of all manner of Practice and 
liberty. of Pleading. The greater Knaves 
they are , -the more eſteemed amongſt the 
Lawyers, though leſs valued by the reſt of 
the Sevarites.

© Shambles of the City , and to view all the 
Excellencies of- that Noble place, As 
was paſſing one of their Temples, I intreat. 
ed him to give me a ſight of that which [ 
- judged to be a Rarity, or rather full of Ra 
ritics; forit was ſo glorious without, that 
I could not but think that the inſide was 
far more rich and ſplendid. Zids Parabas 
made ſome difficulty to 'yield to. my re- 
eſt ; but Sermodas perſwaded him to 
grant it at laſt, when he had asked me ſome 
queſtions concerning the Religion of our 
Covntry.: Are you not, ſaid he, defiled with 
Tdojatry., I mean with the Worſhipping of 
Imapes ; for | muſt tell you , that this is a 
pee abomination amongſt the Sevarambi. 
We have Pitnregand Images in our Hou- 
Jes, but none in our Temples : we adore a 
great and glorious Being, the Creator and 
Author of tins earthly Paradiſe; he js an 
inhfiite-Sprrit , «not to be confined within 
our walls; therefore our Temples are open 
cN} the top, when we /are-at our Dzvotions.

He is not to'be likened- to-any outward I 
Inage orRepreſentation; therefore our ever | 
bleſled Sevarias commanded us to have ho 
Images in our Temples, 'nor to liken-God 
to any: Creatire or Repreſentation viſible 
to the eye. If therefore you' have never 
diſhonoured-;your ſelf- with ſuch kind-of 
practices, you may be admitted to ſee and 
walk in our Temples. I thanked him far 
his kind condeſcenſion, and aſſured him, 
that though it was a wickedneſs that many 
Nations 'in-Exrope were guilty of, yet our 
Country-men abominate ſuch kind of fol 
lies, and that for my own particular I never 
was of that Religion which allows of Ido- 
latry and Worſhipping of Images. When 
he underſtood this, he: walked to the great 
Gate of the chief Temple , where he met 
with a grave Pricſt ſtanding at the door; 
unto whom he declared our buſineſs : the 
Prieſt took me by the hand, and in Spaniſh - 
told me , that I ſhould ſee the Temple of 
his God. I walked round, and ſaw fo ma- 
ny glorious Sights and ſuch extraordinary 
Riches, that all Exrope together cannot 
produce the like. Phe Prieſts name-was 
Ziribabdas. 1 deſfire&him to tell-me ſome, 
thing of the Religion of the Countryi,; and 
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of-'their Manners : for that purpoſe Zia 
': BE Parabas 
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Paraba; took me: by the hand, and led me 
to a by-place much like a Chancel , where Þr 
when we were all ſate down, in Niches of 
beaten Gold in the Wall, Zeribabdas began i 
his Diſcourſe in this manner :T perceive you 
are a ſtranger to this Country and to the 
Cuſtoms of the Sevaries, I know not what 
Religion you have in your Country , nor 
what thoughts you have of the Great God, 
who hath made vs all; but I hope none of 
you are guilty of the foul fin of Worſhip. 
ping of Images, which we hear is univerſal. 
ly praCtifed by the Exropeans. I anſwered 
him, That there werea great many Nations 
who did abominate and hate ſuch praftices 
as well as the Sevarites, Well, faid he, in 
regard you are free from that vice and baſe. 
neſs, I will ſhew you a great many Sacred 
Curioſities of this Temple, which you have 
not yet ſeen, and I will give you a brief 
account of our Religion in this Country. 
You muſt therefore know, that we acknow:- 
ledge but one only Great God , Maker of 
all things, Lord of Heaven and Earth, who 
fendeth us all thoſe good things that we 
injoy : Reaſon teacheth to worſhip and 
raiſe him for his goodneſs and 1nnumera- 
ble' mercies. For that purpoſe we 'have 
Schools-eretted in every corner of this City 
r0 
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» train up" Youth , and teach them the 
rinciples of Religion. All perſons are 
bliged twice every week to aſſiſt at our 
publick Devotions, which are Songs made 
praiſe our God, with Inſtruments of Mu- 
ſick : we have.alſo Prayers, which I and 
my Brethren offer for the proſperity of Se- 
varminas and of his Royal Family. Once 
a year every perſon is obliged to preſent 
ſomething upon a Table, which ſtands in 
the middle of this and other Temples, as a 
token of gratitude to God : now this thing 
isalways the richeſt and beſt beloved thing 
that he hath, By this means every one 
ſhews, that his affeCtion for God is greater 
than for any thing elſe. Religion amongſt 
vs is the moſt ſacred thing, and whatſdever 
belongs to Religion is highly valued by 
> every one. There is the greateſt reſpe&t 
f  ſhewn to religious perſons and religious 
things amongſt all the Sevarites, you ſhall

Now once in 
an hundred years they anoint over all the 
bodies of. the deceaſed from the beginning 
of the World : by this means the bodies are 
kept freſhzand ſo lively and beautiful, that 
if a 'dead body could ſtand upright, ata 
diſtance no man could diſtinguiſh the dead 
from the living. When the body was well 
anointed , they opened a large Cave of aff 
thouſand: yards broad, and as many long, 
It had as many Cloſets as there were houles 
in the City.

* Walks andCloſets,for the Learned Students 
in all Arts and Sciences to ſpend their time, 
and imploy themſelves in their ſearches in- 
to the Myſteries of Nature. The Wall is 
of a white ttanſparent ſtone, as clear as 
Cryſtal, and the Gallery is paved with Dia- 
mant ſtones ſquare, at every fix foot is a 
great large Window of Cryſtal, and the 
top 1s covered and arched over with Sa- 

hyr-ſtone. Emeralds, Chryſolytes, Rubies, 
Fabvers, Beryls, and other precious Stones 
not known to us, are without number a- 
bout in the*Walls, This Gallery was built

In this Gal- 
lery were ſeveral hundred Learned Stu- 
dents beholding and ſearching into the di- 
rections that were given them by theſe 
Hieroglyphicks.

* £ mendiſcourſing and diſputing about thoſe

courſes, we underſtood nothing, only Sermo- 
das told us, that here were all the Wits and 
Learned men of the Sevarites gathered to- 
ether ; and that for their better under- 
anding of all manner of Sciences, and to 
perperuate Learning, and free it from for- 
ttulneſs, rhey-had in the Gallery the 
Rntes and Axioms'of all Arts, with all the 
Definitions and'other matters of any mo- 
"ment , nectfful to 'be known in relation to” 
arty Skill or Science; and that when any 
908 G 4 Student 
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Student doubted of any matter ,;/in- theſ 
Cloſets the great Doctors were met, to di-Þ 
re(t and teach the ignorant, and improve 
all Arts and Sciences; and that by degrees 
as they improved Learning by new Diſco: 
veries, they were always engraven upon the 
Walls, afrer a ſerious and judicial Exami. 
nation of the Learned DoCtors , and their 
Approbation of ſuch invented things and 
Rules : which Hieroglyphicks werggraven 
with the names of their Authors far. @ per: 
petual Memory. We walked three:or four 
rurns in the Gallery ,- atid ſaw ſuctvariety 
and number of new Objects and Repreſen-E 
tations , that I have often wondered, how 
any one man can have that valt memory 
to give an interpretation to all thoſe things 
of different ſhapes, and to comprehend al, 
the Myſteries of ſuch Enigm.s. In ſome 
places of the Gallery the Wall was covered 
over with Plates of Silver, and the Hiero- 
glyphicks were of Gald ; but generally 
they were in black upon a white clear 
ſtone, and ſo hard, that though, as I was 
informed by Zid; Parabas and the Prieſt, 
ſome of the Hieroglyphicks have been 
there put above a thouſand years ago, yet 
appear as freſh, as if they. had been rf 
yen byt yeſterday. At the end of the _ 
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lery arg two large Cabinets, of a curious 


8 workmanſhip, and rare ſtone, of a reddiſh 


colour, moſt beautiful tothe eye, curiouſly 
cut and graven. The Cabinets are full of 
Piftures and Images of all ſorts of Crea- 
tures, which ſerve the Learned in their 
Contemplations: here are alſo a great ma- 
ny Skeletons of many Animals, with all 
manner of rare things, which are to be 
found in this wonderful Country. Here ] 
ſaw a great Saphire-ſtone, about the bigneſs 
of a Gooſe, in which the Heavens and- the 
Earth were repreſented very lively to the 


ſl eye. In an Emerald, about the bigneſs of 


a mans head, 1 found in one ſide all manner 
of Birds graven with the finger of Nature, 
and in the other all ſorts of Beaſts, 1 ſaw 
ſeveral other precious Stones , one ha- 
.ving the Image of a Man, * another of a 
Horſe, another of a Woman, another of a 
Camel, another of an Eagle , another of a 
River, another of a Fiſh, another of other 
Creatures , ſo curiouſly engraven, that no 
Artiſt could mend Natures work. Theſe 
ſtones were uſeful not only to ſatisfie mens 
curioſity , and pleaſe the ſight of the Lear- 
ned; but alſo to teach them ſeveral things 
concerning thoſe creatures, which were 
thereby intimated to them, We found

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ſeveral Learried 'men obſerving "thoſe | 
things, and viewing them with leiſure: For 
-* that purpoſe are ſeveral Seats for them to 
fit down and contemplate. Here I ſaw al. 
ſo many Taliſmans , an Art altogether loſt 
in Exrope, and not to be recovered but from 
the Learning of the Sevarites; for Zidi Pa- 
rab4; ſhewed me a round ſtone, hollow 
within, wherein I ſaw, through many parts 
of it tranſparent, a perpetual motion of 
Trees, Woods, wild Beaſts, and many Ant-, 
mals, which he told me,, was but a Taliſ 
man made to direct ſach as are Learned in 
this Art, how to make others for the ſame 
rpofe. Some ate ſo skilful , that with a 
Taliſman they will kill any beaſt or crea- 
ture at a mile diſtance ; but as the Seva- 
rites are not for the deſtrution' of crea- 
tures, but for their preſervation , they 
never make uſe of this Art ta do"milſchiet, 
but fave and comfort ſuch creatures as arc 
decaying, and to put life into thoſe that are 
dead. Only the venemons creatures and 
notſom Flies, if by the procurement of any 
evil-ſpirited , ſuch are introduced into the 
Country, then the Philoſophers have an 
Art to:make ſuch a Taliſman , as will not 
only deſtroy the Flies, and . diſarm the 
beaſt of his poyſonous and il! qualities; bot 
| ſeyerely-

| ſaw upon four corners of the great Church 
a great Giant of black Marble, holding in 
bis right hand a pair of Rams horns, as they 


appeared to me ; but in truth it was 00- 


thing bor a Taliſman to keep off the Devils 
and evil Spirits from their Meeting-place 
and holy Aſſembles. In his left hand he 
held a Book open, of white Marble, in 
which ſome Chara@ters were graven, as [ 
was told , which the Devils cannot endure 
to fee, and therefore keep at a diſtance 
from ſuch places. Beſides , theſe Learned 


in Taliſmanical Figures, have the Art to * 


make thoſe Taliſmans as have an influence 
not only upon bodies corporeal, but alſo up- 
on the ſible Spirits of the Air,and will bind 
them to a good Behaviour, or drive them 


' with vengeance off from the place, or elſe

purpoſe 1 ſaw upon the top of the Temple ' 


a great Eagle of Gold ſtanding with its 
wings abroad on the higheſt Pinacle of the 
Temple, which Ziribabdu told me, was.no-

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93, TheStcond Partof the 
thing but a Taliſman made to drive away 
all ſabtle Spirits of the Air , or to hinder: 
their malicious intents in that Sacred place, 
and amongſt the people of the City. He 
told me, that they have ſome perſons ſo 
well acquainted with that Art, . that they 
can work wonders, and do any Miracle by 
their Taliſmans, kill and make alive, cure 
diſtempers, benum the minds and ſenſes of 
men, draw together thouſands of creatures 
and birds, and make them perform any 
action that, may be named. . I intreated 
Ziribabdas to let me ſce ſome of the $kill 

. of theſe Learned men in this Art. 1 im- 
portuned him ſo much , that he went into 
one of the Cloſets from the Gallery, and 
fetched to us a grave Signior about an 
hundred years of age, with a long beard 
reaching down to his knees, and a pair of 
large whiskers each near a foot long, He 
ſaluted me yery gravely, and led me into a 
private Cloſet, which belonged to him, out 
of it there was a way and a door into a 
ſtone-Balcony , of a red tranſparent ſtone, 
with ſeveral Boſſes or Apples of Gold. He 
had ſeveral curious Inventions, Taliſmans, 
and other things of a wonderful Art. . One 
thing he took in hand, about the bigneſs of« Þ + 


a Buſhel, having ſeveral handles to it, the 
ſubſtance, 
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ſybſtance, as | thot ougtit, oe 
had ſeveral large © bole. in _—_ 
could fee many birds, all without m 2 
till the grave Philoſopher, whoſe name y - 4 
Zids Maſti, pulled a ſtring, and ir thenkall p 
in a motion, then did we hear the chirp- 
ing of all manner of birds, ſo 
that we ſtood in a maze and wond 
but much more , when we ſaw all the birds 
of the Air, that can be named, flying apace 
towards us into the Philoſophers Clotet: x 
there were Eagles, Cormorants, Magpies, -* 
Crows, Vulturs, Tack-daws, 'Kites., Spar- Y 
rows, Falcons, &c. I numbered above a 
thouſand, which in leſs than a quarter ofan 
hour came into the Cloſet, and perched-np- 
on the Balcony and upon the Gallery. 
When Zidi Mufti ſaw them all come} he 
played another tune, and all theſe Birds - 
gan to dance two and two, and chi 
cording to their kind, very pleaſantly. his 
ſport laſted about an hour, with ſuch a varie- 
ty of action, that we could have wiſhed"it 
might have laſted longer. At the conclu- 
ſion the Philoſopher diſmiſſed them , net- 
ther at that time did any of them injure 
one another , but were as quiet and harnr-

ant Fight, which laſted rwo fll hours, 
an a great deal of variety of ſport, which 
cauſed  Sevarminas and all his Court oft- 
times to laugh heartily. When he hath 
a deſire to take any ſuch diverſion, he ſends 
for. ſome of theſe men $killed in the Ta- 
liſmanical Art, and they anſwer his expe- 
Qations 1n all things, and bring before him 
whom, and what they pleaſe. We retur- 
ned our thanks to this worthy Philoſopher 
for his great pains. He anſwered, that he 
was glad to give us any delight, and that 
if we would viſit him at ſome other more - 
convenient time, he would ſhew us ſom? 
more of his skill in ating greater won- 
ders, than what we had ſeen ; but that he 
had done this only to divert us for the 
bref ſent, becauſe he ſaw that we could not 
y with him long; but if'we wapld ſee 
more wonderful chings, that we ſhould do 
well to come to him Joun morning, and 
tg 
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98 *Fhe Seromt Putt of the 
ro ſpend a whole day with tim, and that 
then he, wonld ſhew us what we had never 
feen ; nor never ſhovId ſee but: by his and 
his Companions means. . We retutned him 
'our thanks again for his great Kindneſs, 
and then departed with Z:rbabdas, who 
led*ns next to ſee the Treaſury--of the 
Church, which isa large Room joyning rofl 
the Porch, all arched above, with ſix Win 
dows on! the top: the Walls were of Dia. 
mah; niched with Saptiirs and Emeralds 
in it were Cheſts and Coffers full 'of the 
rareſt things in Nature, offered to the ſr: 
vice-of. the great God by the Citizens of 
Sevarinde, We beheld with - admiration I; 
the rare workmanſhip , the: curious things, ll 
and the Excellencies that had been there 
laid up by many Apg6s, and never made uſe 
of. Some” PiCtures were upon the Walls; 
of this Treaſury , of an admirable hand: 
Ziribabdas told us, that the Painter was an 
Ei#opeazt, caſt upon their Coaſts by a ftorm 
at'Sca, and that he lived and dyed in that 
Country ; and that rhe Father of Sevarminas 
had ſbch an afteHtion for hitn; that he gave 
him a, beautiful young Virgin to Wife, one 
of the moſt confiderable-of his Corr; and 
gave him an Eſtate to live on, having'made 
hin! a Citizen of Sevarinde : ERP - 

A & - lived: 
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FiRtory of the Sevarites. © of 
lived there fifty years, till he was an old 
man, teaving behind him many childrei, 
Girls: and ' Boys, to perpetuate his name 
im amongft the Sevarites., His name was S:- 
meon van Zurich , a Dutch man, who had a 
Tho great Skill in Swimming ; ; for when he was 
-* Wcaſt away, all the Ships company was loſt, 
\ but only him : they wete at a diſtance from 
I Fthe ſhore, and could not fo well ſwint, of 
M12-Wyere devoured by the fiſhes. It washis 
- fortune to be carried ſtark naked on the 
Coaſt of the Sevarites, in an Ifland full of 
ſt” Wtadies of Pleaſure, who had been baniſhed 
of Whither for their i incontinency. As ſoon as 
twas day, he found himſelf furrounded by 
a whole Troop of the female Sex, who had 
a great delight to ſee him, and caine to 
fraw him into the Country - but when he 
aw no'men, he was afraid to venture a- 
them : this cauſed him to ſwim v up 

the River into the Land in the ſight of the 
eautiful Creatures that accompanied ol 
the ſhore, and often made ſigns to him to 
and, and Fo no further ; but he er'3

an” Kheir King. He was. by him Eerenes 
ade Fo ourteouſly and nobly , and provided fo for 
bo n reſt of his days. fg we had Ver 
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notice of the Treaſury, and of all the great 
Rarities that are in it, we marched into the 
Church or Temple again to ſee the excel. 
lent Workmanſhip, the Carving, and rare 
things that adorn this excellent place, 
Ziribabdas cauſed us to take notice of three 
Partitions in the Temple, the one, which is 
at the higher end, is only for their Prieſts 
and their King : the ſecond is for their No- 
bles : the third is for all ſorts of perſons 
promiſcuouſly without exception. By that 
time we had ſeen all this, the night drew 
oh apace, which cauſed us to withdraw to- 
wards our Lodgings. Zia Parabas led me, 
and Sermodas went with 1aurice, our other 
Companions followed us to our Lodgings. ; 
We took our leaves of the generous and . 
civil Zeribabdas, the Chief Prieſt of that 
ſtately and glorious Cathedral-Temple of 
Sevarinde, and thanked him heartily for his 
great courteſie ſhewed to us. When we * 
came to our Lodgings , we found our Sup- 5 
W ready, and we were 'no leſs prepared " 
or it. but Zidi Parabas return to the o 

Palace, to give Sevarminas an account of M 
his Commiſſion and of our Walk, promi- F 
ſing to return to'us the next day. Sermodas, fx. 
my ſelf, and Companions ſupped that night 
dogether , the Muſick playing all the while

we were eating. After Supper we had 
good ſtore of rare Wines brought to us, 
which we received and made good uſe of, 
but , as we underſtood , that the Sevarites 
hate Drunkards and drunkenneſs, I adviſed 
all my Companions to drink moderately, 
for fear of giving an offence to thoſe noble 
ts people. They tollowed my advice, and 

after an hour or two's diſcourſe with Sermo- 
das, we went to our beds, where we had 
been the night before. Sermodas brought 
vs into the Chamber, and then bid us good 
night , telling us, that he would call us up 
the next day, and ſhew us ſome other di- 
©} '<r{ions, as pleaſant as thoſe of the day be- 

. (fore. We thanked him, and told him, 
F that we ſhould be ready to wait upon him, 
and that we had ſeen ſo many wonders 91- 
ready, that we thought that we could ne- 
rer {ee any more: at thoſe words he de- 
parted ſmiling. 

The next morning Z:4; Parabas and 
Sermodas, with twenty more Gentlemen of 
the Kings Court, came to attend upon us, 
Sermodas only entring, the room , the relt 
ſtayed in a Chamber hard by till we were 
frefſed, As ſoon as we were ready, two 
Fellows, with Flotes in their hands, ready 
to play, ſaluted us, EI to conduct -- 
v i Q 


to the company that ſtayed for us ; they 
marched before us, making moſt curious 
Muſick, till we came to the company. A 
grave Signior of them ſtood with Zzdi Pa- 
rabas, and told us ,; that we mult that day 
ride with Sevarminas into the Country, and 
that he had ſent them to call upon us for 
Liat purpoſe. Sermodas had cauſed ſome 
of the excellent Wines of the Country to 
be brought, he cauſed ſome to be poured 
{orth into a great ſhell of a Fjſh., which is 
the ordinary Drinking-veſlels of that Coun: 
iry. Hecavſed us to taſte of it, and obl: 
zed all the company , before we went out, 
to pledge us: which when we had done, 
Z1di Parahas led us to the door , where we 
law as many Dromedaries ready fadled as 
we were men : we mounted upon them that 
were prepared for us; but when I inqui- 
red for a Bridle, they bid me take hold of 
the Ears; for in this Country theſe Crea- 
tures have Fars of an incredible length, 
they are* commonly an El long , but very 
ſlender : ſo that they are faſtened together 
as the-Reins of a Bridle, at the end, with a 
Claſp,. or ſome ſuch thing. This men hold 
in thejr hands, and with this they govern 
or turn them at their pleaſure, 1. muſt 
confeſs, I was afraid when 1 was firſt mo

ted ypon this ſtrange beaſt, -which, is fo 
ſwift, that in a day weTid over hedges and 
ditches: and uneven places,: above. ene hug- 
dred and faity ; males: i: We went through 
the/ſtreets tothe Kings Palace 5 -where we 
attended-'not Jong ; betore there came out 


a-great; Train with-Sevarmmas himielt, 1 


andmy Companions alighted, to:lalute and 
do: him; reverence. - He inquired-how'we 
had thrived, whether we wanted any thing ; 
we: aflured bim, that amongſt ſo coprteoys 
and obliging a People as; his SuhjeRs ywere, 
we thought that we could not poſlbly wagt 
any Manner of thing needful for the lifg of 
man. , He bid us get::up: again angiride 4- 
longwith him , we were'in all. negr a thoy- 
land, al on ſwift Dromedaries:-the Kings 
was as white as Snow, all the reſt either-red 
or black. ' It ſeems Sermodas had given the 
King an account of the pallages of the tor- 
mer day: ſothat, to increaſe the more our 
wonder, he was'reſolved to.ſhew us the ex- 
cellency of his Country , and many other 
rare things; for that purpoſe he had ap- 
pointed in our Road towards the Cantines, 
all the: ingenious. men to meet us at every 
Town with their Taliſmans in their hands _ 
ready torſhew us their $kill and ſport. -- We 


liad-riot gone above two Leagues South- 
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ward, but we came toa Town called by the 
Sevarites Magmandi , where thirty Philoſo- 
phers met the King; and to welcome him, 
they had a Taliſman ready to make'a Louſe 
grow inan inſtant as big as a:Camel. | Iſaw 
the beaſt, and admired how ſuch things 
could be done by a man', and as they told 
me, that they did it -by the natural cauſes 
alone, without the concurrence of any other 
:thing. As ſoon as the Philoſopher had 
turned the Louſe into a Camel, he mounted 
upon it, and offered his ſervice to Sevar- 
mas to wait upon-him in his Progreſs, 
which was accepted; And if I ſhould fay, 
that this ſtrange Camel gallopped , or ra- 
ther flew, as faſt as any of our Dromeda- 
ries, ſcarce any perſon will believe it: yet 
true 1t is, that this-new-made creature led 
the way before us, and returned back with 
th-412g no figns of being weary : in- 
t Frovender the Philoſopher had 
©. himſelf with a bottle of Spirits, 
:4ch he would ſometimes, as I took no- 
"7c, pour into the Camels Ears, and by that 
=*ans kept the bealſt alive and vigorous. 
another of theſe Philoſophers had got a 
<a10 his hand, which, with an Image of 
Wax, he turned into a Dromedary, fo like 
that which the King was upon, that I could 
= not 


Flea which. he held in afilken ſtring, he 


themed it to all our company;and before ns, 


by 'an application of the Taliſmanical Fi- 
gure, the Flea began'to dilate it ſelf into the 
body of a'Camel, and out-of the body the 
legsand ears and head broke out almoſt like 
a Snail when it goes to creep, or like a Tor- 
toiſe. All this was done in leſs than a 
quarter of an hour. Healſo had a Saddle 
ready to ride along with us in the compa- 
ny of the King and his Nobles. I confeſs, I 
took theſe two Learned Sevarites for Con- 
jarers, if not for Devils. in mens ſhape, 
When Ziai Parabas perceived in our way, 
that Maurice whiſpered to me, he drew 
near to me, and aſſured me, that they could 
do- more wonderfn] Feats than that. by 
their great Art, and that what they had 
done, was done by the ſecret power of na- 
tural cauſes, ſet on work by the influence 
of the Taliſman. I told him, that I could 
wiſh, that we in our Country had the ſame 
Skill -and knowledge : but he anſwered, 
That ſuch Myſteries are not fit but for men 
of the molt refined Wits, and that no dull 
or vicious apprehenſions can be capable of 
the ſublime Notions that ſuch men- muſt 
have to act ſuch Wonders, and to find _ 
. the 
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-not'tell how to diſtinguiſh them. ' I ſaw the 
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the-way to make ſuch ſtrange Taliſmangs. 
'Anpther of thefe Philoſophers , who ſtood 
within ſome:golden Rails adjoyning to the 
High-way, ' had in his hand a naked Image 
of Wax, repreſeating a young;Gil , which 
Image he turned about his head, with ſome 
hard words'which he uttered out of his 
mouth, and immediately there came to the 
place all the young Maidens:within acCer- 
tain diſtance,” and threw off their garments 
with their modeſty, in my judgment ; but 
the religious Sevarites are not aſhamed to 
behold what Nature teaches other men to 
cover. Thcite Maidens Ieaped oyer the 
Rails about threeſcore in-:number ;, and 
began a molt: pleaſant Dance upon the 
green graſs before all our company, the 
Philoſopher having appointed a Muſician 
ready for that purpoſe , who played all the 
while upon his Inſtrument of Muſick, ac- 
cording to which theſe Maidens Jeaped 
and danced up and down , which gave Se- 
varminas much ſport and to all his Court; 
but when the Philoſopher began to turn 
away, and cover the waxen Image, they 
took all their garments again, and departed 
with much ſatisfaftion , becauſe they -had 
given ſome delight to their Prince , whom 


all the Sevarires reverence as they do a viſi- 
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ble God; they are therefore very joyful; 
when they can do any thing to pleaſe and 
delight him. The reſt of the Philoſophers 
ſhewed every one 1n his turn what he was 
abletodo. One held a Mouſe by the tail 
in one hand, and his Taliſman in the other, 
and threw the Mouſe behind Sevarminas 
upon his Dromedary , which as ſoon as it 
was there, but a moment, 1t had the power 
to attract one of the moſt beautiful Vir- 
gins, whom I ſaw ſtraggling behind the 
King. . This thing cauſed the whole com- 
pany £0 bur{t our in laughter ; for ſhe was 
zoſt putting on her Apparel with the relt 
of her Companions, when the Taliſinan 
tyed her hands and feet, and drew her 'on 
a ſudden, ſo that ſhe was ſeen to leap all 
naked through the midſt of us behind the 
King, where ſhe remained till the Philofos- 
pher drew her back with the Tali{man, and 
cauſcd her to put on her clcaths and de- 
part, Another of theſe Makers of Talif- 
mans was blowing with a Pipe at the breech 
of a Cat, 'which ſwelled bigger than any 
Elephant : when therefore he ſaw his time, 
he turned the tail towards the. company, 
and by a ſecret Taliſman gave liberty to 
the wind to go ſoftly our by the ſame hole 
where it wasÞut in, The noiſe was ſo de- 
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lightful , that. I never heard more variety 
and ſweoter Muſick in my days z for the 
Philoſopher ſtroked the Cats back and 
belly, and as he preſſed it harder or ſofter, 
the wind would go ont and whiſtle all 
ſorts of Tunes. The King himſelf and 
all the company deſired the Learned man 
to come to Court as ſoon as he ſhould re- 
turn, and give them that ſport, which they 
fancied very much. I looked upon the 
Cat, whether it was alive, and I ſaw that 
it was a natural Cat, much like the Civet- 
Cats; for belides the Muſick, the Air was 
filled with ſuch excellent and: glorious 
ſmells, that we were all raviſhed and in a 
maze, how this could come to paſs. All 
the reſt ſhewed ſome trick or other , but 
for brevity ſake I omit them, . to give an 
account of our Journey, I cannot here 
deſcribe the number of beautiful Fabricks, 
of Orchards full of all manner of Fruit- 
trees, Gardens with all kind of Flowers, 
Herbs, and P:ants, both delightful to the 
eye, and uſeful to the body. I cannot num- 
ber all the other Rarities and Riches which 
this Country was full of, with the pleaſant 
Chanels of Cryſtal-water, with the Bridges 
and Arches in our way, with the many 
Towns walled and open, moſt of precious 
Eb ' Stoney, 
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| Stones, and adorned with Gold and Silver, 
| and Iyory , and all manner of Riches. If 

I ſhould give a particular acconnt, no per- 
{on can believe, unleſs he had been himſelf 
an Eye-witneſs of the things that we ſaw 
then in our Journey. We went through 

4 Paraſcab, agood Town, where the River 

Omer joyns with Rocara, The Inhabitants 
were ſo civil, that they met the King with 
rich Tables of Gold, covered all over with 
Diſhes of Sweet-meats, of a Ch;na ſubſtance 
and make. Every Cavaliero had liberty 
to take what pleaſed him beſt. Whiles we 
ſtayed there , ſome Philoſophers ſtood in 
our way to give us ſome of the ſormer 
ſports : at laſt he that was mounted upon' 
his Camel, made of a Louſe , cauſed two 
great wings to grow out at the back, by 
the means of a Taliſman , which he had af 
brought with him in his hand. As ſoon / | 

, as they were perfected, the Camel flew up 

. to the top of the great Steeple of the Tem- 
ple of Paraſcali, where it ſtood a while 
with the Philoſopher on its back: at laſt 
it returned to us again without any harmyy 
either to the beaſt-or the man, The n 
Town was Moramr , the third Storax, the 
fourth Bolaciro, the fifth demrak, the ſixth 


Bxrino, where we ſtopt to take a Dinner 
prepared 
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S prepared for us. I muſt not forget to 
mention certain [mages that ſtood in the 
Highway, at the entring in of the Town; 
there were two chief ,, a young Maid of 
Alabaſter, and a Man of white Marble, The 
Philoſophers Camel would not go beyond 
them, till he began to prick the beaſt for- 
ward with a Taliſman, If it had not been 
for this accident, I ſhould not have taken 
' fomuch notice of them, nor inquired after 
the cauſe of their being there. . Zidi Para- 
bas gave me full ſatisfaction, and told me, 
that they were the Images of two unfortu- 
nate Lovers of the Town of Burino, who 
had been conſtant to one another, till death 
fparated them , their love and conſtant 
affettion/ cauſed their deaths : For it hap- 
pened , that them Parents would not econ. 
ſear ro their conjun&tion, which they dared 
not agree to without their leave., and the 
publick Solemaity , tor fear of the diſgrace 
which uſually, as a conſequence, attends 
upon ſuch kind of amorous indiſcretions 
in the Country of the Sevarites. They were 
re reſolved to love one another ten- 
Merly$ and to refuſe all other Matches-and 
'# Proffers. They had- been ofren- tenypted 
with other Propoſals, and with the Beauty 
,- and Riches of other — but Zricks 
| we" 
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ind Mubmin, To were they-named by Zids 
Parabas , fRghted aN things but the fight 
and compeny of tie another, which they 
wonkt endefvonr to'injoy by ſtealth ,' be. 
canfe they were narrowly watched by their 
jealons Parents , who by no' means would: 
ſuffer them *to come near together with 
their good will. Their love by this re-: 
ſtraint increaſed more and more, and their 
mutual affeftion found many Tricks atid: 
Arts to meet together in ſpight of their' 
Parents watchfulneſs. They fonnd ; 
back doors and ſecret corners, to whic 
their extraordinary Sympathy brought 
them together : yet they wonld notbe per- 
ſwaded to violate the Law of the Sevarites. 
This Love continued near forty years with 
a conſtancy worthy to be chronicled ; yet 
their Parents would never tonſent to their 
Marriage. At laſt when they ſaw , thae- 
neither their affeftion, nor their reſolution 
never to change could prevail apon their 
cruel Parents, and their invincible obſtine- 
s t0-. 
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fore , an old crafty Dzvil appears to them 
inthe likeneſs of a man, and offers them 
his ſervice to aſliſt them over the Seas. 
They agreed fora price to bettranſported 
to an {land not inhabited, upon the Pacifick 
Sea, with ſome Tools, and grain for their 
maintenance. The Devil, in the ſhape of 
a Sevarite , promiſed to bring them a Ship 
in the dead time of the night to the great 
River of Rocara; for they thought he had 
been ſome Sea-man or Ship-malter. The 
time and place of departing was appointed. 
T he young Couple, according to their in- 
gagement, came to the place a little before 
the evening z and when they ſaw that the 
Devil was rough to them, and had cloven 
_ feet, they began to ſuſpect, yet they were 

ſo paſſionate for one another , and there- 
fore ſo blind, that the woman firſt veatured I} t] 
her ſelf in the Arms of the Devil to be car- || t] 
ried through the water to the Ship, which | 
they ſaw in the River ; the young man in-. || y:

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and his, it is not to be imagined whar 
torments and trouble of mind he was in, 
ſometimes with his Sword in his hand he 
ran into the water up to the neck, again he 
would return up to the bank , to ſee whe- 
ther his dearly beloved was yet alive, again 
he would run into the River, till at laſt, 
when he perceived the wickedneſs of the 
counterfeit Devil, he caſt himſelf celpe- 
rately into the River; and though he had 
never any $kill to ſwim , his love for his 
Beloved, for whom he had a more tender 
aftetion than for his own ſoul, made him 


venture, and found a means to get as far - 


as the body of his murdered Darling; which 
he brought aſhore, and ſeeing no figngef 
life, he killed himſelf, and tell upon heg 
body. In remembrance of this Tragedy 
the Town hath dedicatcd theſe two. images, 
the one to Ziricus , and the other to Ma- 
limna , with a great many leſſer Images of 
young Men and Maidens, that are all weep- 
ing for the misfortune of theſe two conſtant 
Lovers. This ſtory Zidi Parabas told me, 
whues the Dinner was: bringing, in to the 
great Hall of lvory, where the King Sevar- 
wines Was to dine with all his'Court; When 
we were.ſate down, we had all things need- 


tul preſented before us, with a Concert of 
"775 BEE Muſick 
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Mufick mingled with rare Voices of ſome 
Virgins of the City. After this, a Philoſo. 
pher brought in a Silver Chain , a great 
white Rat, about the bigneſs of a good 
Rabber,, which leaped upon the Table near 
Sevarminas, and looked wiſhfully upon him 
when ne was eating ; but when the Rat 
ſaw that the King ſaid nothing, the Rat 
reached forth its paw or foot, and took 
ſome of the meat. The King was not a 
little furpriſed with the Rats boldneſs: 
How cow! ſaid he, did your Maſter teach I *: 
you this ? The Philoſopher by the Taliſma- 
nical Art could. make it ſpeak what he liſt. 
ed, for he could govern the tongue of the 
Iittle creature in that manner, that what 
was In his mind the beaſt would ſpeak : By 
your leave, my Lord, quoth the Rat to the 
King, I am hungry, The Rats ſpeech ſur- 
priſed the King , and all the company left 
their meat to hear the diſcourſe between 
the King and the Rat; for the Philoſopher 
told his Majeſty, That it wopld givethim 
any anſwer that he would deſire. - They 
not knowing from whence it proceeded no 
more than we , they ſtood to ſee what the 
Rat would ſay : the Rat was neither aſha« 
med, nor afcaid of the company , but went Ih; 
kom onediſh to another to tails ON 5

the beſt; it met with an Oſtrichaſye, on 
which it fell aboard without any manners : 
the King bid it be gone, Ile fill my belly 
ficſt, anſwered the Rat, now I am here. 

- Rar, I 
love this company too well to run away in 
haſte. King, Make baſte. Rar, We muſt 
do nothing raſhly. Kg, Thou wilt eat 
all. Rat, There is enough in the Land for 
you and-me too, King, Who tutored 
thee ? Rat, My Maſter. Several other 
diſcourſes paſt between Sevarmmas and this 
artificial creature, which was made 'to 
ſpeak, not by its own underſtanding , bot 
by that of the Philoſopher only ; by the Ta- 
liſmanical Art he could make uſe of the 
organ and tongue of the Rat to ſpeak what | "I 
was according to' his mind. This was a cu- 2 
rious paſſage, and gave the whole company 
great delight. The Philoſopher told Sevar- 
mas, That he could make any beait , that 
was tame, to ſpeak in that manner, and fay 
any thing, We found this to be too true z 
or- pets grother Learned man _hadÞ.

but as ſoon as we had all dined,and refreſhed 
our ſelves, we mounted upon our Drome- 
daries, and went on in our Journey. The 
Louſe, Camel, and the Flea turned into a 
Dromedary, going with us in our company, 
we palled by a curious Town that ſtood up- 
on an Hill, which had a plentiful ſtream of 
water riſing from the top, and falling from 
a ſteep place upon a Diamant Rock, and 
then incompaſled the Hill round with a 
deep Chanel, over which there was a cu- 
rious Bridge of precious Stones, with Silver 
- Globes on the top, and the ſides of the 
Walls with a moſt beautiful Arch, the moſt 
regularly built that I ever knew. The 
* Towns name. is Trftani, commanded by a 
Prince, the moſt conſiderable of all the Sub- 
jects of Sevarmmas, he came out to meet us 
with a beautiful Guard of young Gallants, 
- All gloathed in Cloth of Silver. The Prin- 

8 alſo.came to the entring'in of the Town 
withsa Havuiful Attendance of Ladies in 
ab Attire covered over with Pearls 
and the richeſt and moſt precious, St 
They made a low obeiſance to King $: 
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varminas, and offered him the Keys of their 
City, which he returned to the Prince Mu- 
rasks : that was the name of the Prince, who 
was young , about the age of thirty years. 
We paſled through the ſtreets through the 
Acclamations and Applauſes of all the 
Common people , that are the happieſt in 
the World in. all reſpects; for they pay 
but little or no Tribute, and have all things 
in ſuch abundance, glory, and plenty, that 
© there is no want nor complaints in all the 
Land, the pooreſt Sevarite hath enough, 
and the richeſt can have no more than they 
uſe, for all the reſt is ſuperfluous. The 
next Town was Tiptanicar, where upon an 
high Tower ſtood a Taliſman of Gold, for 
what intent I could never learn. We went 
Fthrough Muramm, Boraſcor, Malawi, and 
Kfeveral other good walled Towns in our 
way. We lodged that night in one of the 
Kings Palaces, ſituate in a little Lake , a- 
dout ten miles 1n compaſs, in an Iſland that. 
ſtands in the middle. Several-Boats ab& 
Veſſels waited for us toconvey 0s and our 
Dromedaries over to the Iſland. Thin lr 
Wis one of the moſt pleaſant abodes ot-rh 
World. Here we ſtop'd above a fortni 
which we ſpent ſometimes in fiſhing, ſomwge® - 
Mines ia hunting, walking about, and admi- 
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ring the wonderful things that appeared 
every where. Sometimes'the Kings Phitoſo- 
phers Rm with the Muſicians, would 
make us ſuch good ſport,that we were never 
weary , we could have ſpent the days and 
the nights in ſeeing ſuch ſports and paſſ- 
times. Sevarminas all this while ſent for 
me often, with De Nuts and Maurice, to 
diſcourſe with us, and inform himſelf con- 
cerning the Afﬀairs, Commodities, and 
Conveniencies of our Country : in which 
particulars I always gave him ſuch anſwers 
as would increaſe his deſire to entertain a 
Trade and Correſpondency with our Na- 
tion, and the other People of Europe. When 
we had lived here in this Caſtle, and-plea- 
fant -}fland called-the Iſle of Foxes, and in 
the Sevarzres Language Criſtako, we ſet for: 
ward for another place called the Mount 
Timpani, where the Kings of the Sevarites 
have another Houſe of Pleaſure : it-is about 
an hundred Leagues diſtant towards the 
Southweſt from C-itako. We paſſed through 
many Woods, Vallies, and an open Coun- 
try-in our way toit , and had the ſight of 
fevera] rare Towns, Seravi, Puteols, Nanti, 
Quark, Runtour, and ſeveral others noleſs 
, ®rich and beautiful than the former, Icannot 
forget to mention a rare Inyention _ [ 
0 aw 
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ſaw at Seravs. There is a large River about 
two miles diſtant from the Town, which 
ſtands vpon a Hill withont any water. The 
ingenious Sevarites therefore have found an 
Art to convey this great River in an artifi. 
cial Chanel, built and ſupported upon an 
Arch of hard Diamant ſtone, above two 
miles from one Hill to the other, over a 
deep Valley, into which the River did run 
before ; but becauſe the Valley was not fo 
wholeſom an Air as the top of*the Moun- 
tain, they have built there their houſes, and 
been at the trouble to make for the River 
an artificial Chanel, ſo deep, that Boats of 
an hundred Tun can fail up and down in 
the drieſt time of Summer ; for there 1s 
ſcarce any mud or dirt in the Chanzl over 
= Valley :. the water 1s as clear as Cry- 

al. 

In another Town called Runtour , there 
was a.company of Apes met us at the entry 
in of the Town : they were ſo bold, that 
they leapt upon the backs of our Drome- 
daries, and put us in no little danger to be 
caſt to the ground. But one of our Philo- 
fophers pulled out of his pocket a ſtrange 
Talifman ; of a yellow colour, through 
which there was a hole which he col to 
his lips, and whiſtled away the Apes. They 
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were not gone ten paces from us, but they 
all fell down dead with the venemous Sp1- 
rits which this Taliſman conveyed to them 
without hurting any creaturee}c;. far you 
muſt know, that what is a poyſon to one 
creature,is not ſo to another,and theſe $kill- 
ful men ſo well read in the ſecret Myſteries 
of Nature, can direft their. operations 
waich way they pleaſe, at a diſtance as well 
as near at hand, The King of the Seva- 
rites hath always one or more ot theſe Phi. 
loſophcrs to accompany him when he goes 
| Into the Country, for fear any accident 
might happen to his Perſon or Retinue. 

We found a plentiful Dinner prepared 
for us at Nati, where the Ladies of the 
Town waited upon Sevarminas at the Ta- 
ble, and came to the reſt of his Company 
to offer their Services. The Governors 
name was Forabo, an old grave Signior near 
fourſcore years of age, he had twenty Sons 
comely and proper young men, with five 
D ters, all by ane Woman, whoſe name 
was, P ralzs : ſhe was then a grave Matron 
af:abcautifnl and grave countenance, her 
Daughtgrs ; oung, Ladics followed her when 
ſhe came to ſalute Sevarminas and his Lords. 
We made+no long {tay in this place, but 
marched. next tg.the Mount Timpant, but 
. Coull! 
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could not get thigher till the next day at 
night; we lodged therefore in the Town 
of Durambi , and the next day early in the 
morning we ſet forward in our Journey to 
mount. Timpant , where we arrived about 
Sun-ſct. There happened nothing in this 
days riding remarkable, only Afanrices 
Dromedary being offended that he had 
kicked her with his heel, caſt him to the 
ground, and bruiſed his thigh and arm; 
but the Kings Phyſician applying an Herb 
called Muroz, which he found in the fields 
hard by, cured the wound, eaſed him pre- 
ſently of his pain, ſo that he never com- 
plained afterwards, The nature of theſe 
creatures is ſuch, that they muſt be gently 
dealt withal , otherwiſe they become fu- 
rious and mad ; but if the Rider handks 
them ſoftly , there is no beaſt ſo gentle, ſo 
calie, and uſeful. 

Mount Timpan: is a pleaſant Hill crown-

It, till three or four days after our arrival ; 
for it becomes a great Prince , who intends 
to aft ſecurely in weighty matters, not to 
tet any man, not his greateſt Friends, know 
his intentions to the full, Sevarminas ha- 
ving here a great buſineſs to put in execu- 
tion, *which concerned nothing leſs than 
the-tatety and peace of his Empire, he 
concealed it from all the world , and gave 
'out, that he would make this Progreſs for 
his 
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his paſtime and-for- his bealth.-- The Go! 
vernors name was Smuriamnas, a 


an ancient Family, lineally deſcended- fr 
the - great Sevariar, but young and vet 


ambitions, -and no leſs proud and haygh 
amongſt his Equals , which cauſed his Peo- 
ple not to affe&t him. ſo much as otherwiſe 
they would have done. At our arrival he 
came to pay his Homage and Reſpedts to 
Sevarminas his Prince, and the next day 
invited him and all the Court to a coftly 
and ſumptuons Banquet. I and my Com- 
panions, together with Sermodas and Zidz 
Parabas, were lodged tn a ſpacious Cham- 
ber, where-were twenty Beds of Ivory and 
Gold, with curious Curtains of Silk em- 
broidered with Gold, with the Walls hung 
with Piftures , very well and artificially 
drawn, After Supper we went to take 
our leaves of King Sevarminas, and were 
immediately condufted to our Chamber, 
where we reſted ſweetly, tillthe next mor- 
ning the noiſe of the Trampets, Bag- pipes, 
Flutes, Viols, and Violins, Harps, Guitars, 
and all manner of Muſick played at the 
Kings rifing. This pleaſant and raviſhing 
Harmony awakened us and our Chamber- 
fellows, and obliged us to put on our Ap- 
parel, We walked about the Chamber a 
| while, 
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while , diſcourſing of the ſtrange paſlages 
of our Journey, when in came a Meſſenger 


from the King. to call us to him, - He had | 


an intent to walk about his Parks, and 
view the Town before Dinner. , He was 
therefore willing, that we Strangers might 
0 along with him , not only for our ſatiſf. 

tion, but alſo to ſhew his People men of 
foreign Nations come to adore and wor- 


ſhip him. The Parks were all walled * 


round with many Lakes, Ponds, Rivers, 
and Streams of Water full of all manner of 
wild and *tame-Fowl, with all ſorts of 
Bealts, Deer of all kinds, Rabbets, Hares, 
and a fort of Creature named Buffols, which 
hath no joynts in its fore-legs, and never- 
theleſs runs as ſwift as any other beaſt. In 
the Parks we had the fight of many Trees 
and. Woods, where the Birds and wild Fowl 
and.Beaſts uſe to ſhelter themſelves. After 
this Walk we. marched into the Town , all 
our Company, where the Governor at the 
entrance received us with his Family ; but 
the Citizens , with the chief men, ſtood at 
a diſtance, crying out, men, women, and 
children in their Language, Marabps , Ma- 
rabi, Marahi , that is, Jultice, Juſtice, Ju- 
ſtice. 1 faw at this ſudden cry the Gover- 
nors countenance change : he neyertheleſs 
Urew 
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drew near'to Sevarmines with all the re- 
ſpe imaginable ; but be received him 
with a ſetled countenance , and asked what 
the people meant by their Marabi. Before 
he had time to anſwer , one of the chief of 
the Sevarites ſtept forward, followed by all 
the reſt. They all fell upon: their knees, 
and bowing to Sevarmimas, they humbly 
intreated him, that he would liſten to and 
pif.y their grievance. What is the matter ? 
anſwered he. One of them ſtood np, and 
in the Governors preſence ſpoke to him in 
this manner : © Moſt Noble and ever Glo- 
©rious Monarch, we yonr Subjects are 
© heartily glad to fee you amongft us , we 
© have [longed a great while to have .yon 
© here to free us from an intolerable burden. 
© Prince Smuriamnas our Governor forget- 
©<ting the bleſſed Rules of onr great Seva- 
©7545 , OpPreſſeth us contrary to all Law 
< and Juſtice, and hath ſpilled the innocent 
© blood of many of our friends, whoſe Souls 
© will not ſuffer us to ſleep in quiet, till 
* their deaths be revenged. We have often. 
© admoniſhed him to recal him -from his 
© perverſe and wicked practices ; but to 
*all our admonitions he hath returned no- 
© thing but curſes and blows without mer- 
©cy: ſo that for theſe many years we wary 

© live 
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© lived as ſo many ſlaves; and unlefs your 
moron Majeſty will relieve us, we muſt 
orſake him and his Principality, and ſeek 
* our remedy in a retreat far from him. 
« But we expect from your Juſtice and 
© Goodneſs that relief which you have af- 
* forded to many. of your poor Subjects in 
« fuch like caſes. ' This Speech made Smw- 
riamnas faint away, ſo that he fell down as 
dead before the whole company ; bur Se- 
varminas cauſed him to be taken up, and 
his Phyſician to take care of him. Sevar- 
minas expected this complaint before he 
heard it, ' His coming was to remove and 
puniſh Smuriammas, and place in his ſtead 
his eldeſt Son Suricolis , a young Man of an 
excellent beauty, who waited upon him 
from his youth, As ſoon as he heard the 
peoples grievance, he aſſured them, that 
he would ſeverely puniſh him according to 
Law, and cauſe them to receive ſatisfa&ti- 
on, withing them all to depart home with 
this aſſurance, without noiſe or tumult, and 
to be ready when his Judges ſhould be rea- 
dy to-examine their Cauſe, to bring 'in 
their Allegations and Proofs againſt Smu- 
riamnas, In the mean while Sevarminas 
would -nat go to the Palace of Smuriannas 
as he was invited, nor to the LE 
where 


Hiſtory of the Sevarites waz 
where the Chief of the Town promiſed to 
bring him a Dinner ; but. he returned with 
'all his Train to the Caſtle, where Dinner 
was ready for us. He gave Order, that 
Smuriamnas ſhould be kept in a cloſe Pri- 
ſon, jeyning to the place of Judicature, till 
the next day; for then he intended, with 
the Advice of his Court, to puniſh him ac- 
cording to the Laws of the Land; for-it 
ſeems he had been guilty of Murder, and 
Violence, and Oppreſlion, and had not ob-. 
ſerved the ſacred Laws of the Sevarzes-in 
his Juriſdiction. The next day we went 
down into the Town to accompany Sevar- 
minas, who ſate down upon an high Throne 
prepared for him, under a Canopy of Gold, 
embroidered ; round about ſate-and ſtood 
his religious Counſellors and Judges. When 
it was noiſed about the Town , "that Sevar- 
minas was fate in his Judgment-ſeat, for 
it was not above nine of the clock in the: 
morning ,. the whole Town came top the 
place, with intention to accuſe Smiriommas,) 
who was brought before the King with his 
hands tied behind his back. Preſently there 
came a Widow with four young. Infants: 
weeping , becauſe Smuriamnas had killed 
her Husband in his anger, for no other 
cauſe, but becauſe he would not _—_ 

wit 
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with his irregular commands, She pro- 
ved it againſt him by no leſs than ten Wit- 


neſſes, who were there preſent upon the ' 


Place. Another ſtept up and ſaid, That 
he had killed his Brother, producing ſaff- 
cient Witneſſes that ſaw the Murder. Ano- 
ther complained of the deſtroying of his 
Friend privately: others came forth to de- 
Clare how Smuriamnas had oppreſſed them 
with cruel Exaftions, The King deſired no 
other proof of theſe Accuſarions, but the 
view of his body without a diſguiſe, cove- 
ring, or paint : For, as [ ſaid before, as ſoon 
as men amonglt the Sevarites have com- 
mitted any wickedneſs, there is immedi- 
ately an alteration upon the body and skin 
of the Offendor, that declares what he hath 
done. That this might not appear , Smu- 
rramnas had made ule of the Taliſmanical 
Art and of Painting, by the one to keep 
downall tumors and riſing in his face and 
hands, and by the other to cover all ugly 
colours that were upon his s$kin. There- 
fore the King commanded him to be {tript 
naked, and carried into a Bath, and there 
to be rub'd and waſhed, which accord- 
ingly was done. When he was brought 
back, I never ſaw ſuch a disfigured Crea- 
ture, his arms were as black as _ _— 

ands 


hands all gore blood,, his face as green as 
graſs, his legs as yellow as ſaffron, on his 
back and legs appeared two Tumors about 
the bigneſs of Walnuts. When he appear- 
ed ſo odious to the company , the King 

ſled his Sentence upon him, tothe great 
joy of the Inhabitants: and becauſe blood 
requires blood , and no other Crime is to 
be punjſhed with death but Murder amongft 
the Sevarites, the King delivered him to 
the will of the aggrieved parties to put him 
to death. They'took him firſt and whip- 
ped him, till his body was full ef ſcarsand 
wounds, which they anointed. with honey, 
ang, then tyed him upon an high place in 
the middle of their Town - with his face 
mo As ſoon as he was there, a Swarm 
of Waſps and Bees flew about him, with 
ſome Vulturs and Eagles, which deyoured 
him in two days: ſo that 'there was no- 
thing remaining of his body but the bones. 
The King condeſcended to this exemplary 
puniſhment, the rather, becauſe Smuriamnas 
had a deſign to alter the Government of 
the, Sevarites, and revolt from his obedi- 
ence :. for that purpoſe he had, endeavou- 
red. to perſwade ſome other petty Princes 
to.j0yn with. him againlt theic 'Soyeraiga 
King Sevarmnas. be he was ſo gracious 
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inclinativns tave often canſed

We departed from thence with:the blef 
ſings and good wiſhes of all the lababitants; 
and in three days we returned to Sevarinae, 
where our coming. was expected with much. 
impatience; ſoc in the Kiags abſence:that 
City could not be | governed welt. by wire 
other perſon. Some diſatders therefore 
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-happened, which the Viceroy coul&not pa- 
cifle without the Kings Aenhority and Pre 
{ence.. The whole City met us at two miles 
from the place,and-ina moſt beautiful order 
'marched along with us into Sevarinde. 

1 continued 10 ithe, City about half a 
- year, which I ſpent in: inquiring after the 
Conveniencies of the Country, the Seca- 
Parts, the Commodities and Riches that it 
brings forth, that I might give that infor- 
mation to iny Country-men , which might 
bencht them in future Apes after my rc- 
urn to: my own Country ; for we were 1n 
expectation of. a Ship from Batavia, whi- 
ther we had again ſent ſome of our men 
witha Veſlel, which we had recovered a- 
monegſt the Sporvs, to deſire the Governor 
of Batavia to ſend a Ship that might con- 
vey away our Goods and perſons. 

But whiles I ſtayed there, a young Lady 
of Sevarinde, who had loſt her Husband by 
death, fell in love with Maxrice, and often 
treated 'us very nobly in her houſe. 4ar: 
race Was'nd Sevarite , and could not refrain 
from-ſome amorous embraces, which the 
Lady gladly accepted of; for it was not 
tawful by the Law of the Sevarites to match 
mwith',anyi-other generation. But to cover 
their actions, the Lady had made ufe of. =

I myſt needs confeſs, thar 
Aaurices happineſs cauſed me to look a- 
broad, and. ſee whether I could meet with 
the ſame Fortune ; For that purpoſg I walk- 
ed about the City often, early and late, to 
ſee what I ſhould by chance meet with. 
About a month before our departure from 
Sevarinde, a young Gentlewoman, who had 
Father and Mother, and never knew a 
man, invited me into a Garden , where ſhe 
was alone, in the Spaniſh Tongue. I was 
glad of this opportunity, we walked there- 
fore ſeveral turns together , talking of: dt-

Before the Marriage was concluded , 
Ship was arrived amonglt the Sporvs from 
Batavia, where Meen Heer vanP, 


news of this Ship, we went and-gave an 
account of its arrival to Sevarminas,, Who 
deſired us to ſend for the Captain Yes Ple- 
merick., and promiſed, that then we ſhould 
have liberty to depart along with him, 
with our Wives, and ſuch chinueiFfinhang 


ed to us, to Batawa, or whither we bad a 


mind to go. - We thanked "him for his 
great and extraordinary Civilities, - and 


told him , that we wouid ſpread his Fame 


all over the” World. According to this 
Order, Sermmoulas was ſent back to Sporande, 
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20 fetth Copthin Yar Plamerick , whoſe. 
Ship kad Qrdetsto get into the River of 
Rocera, * He came with ſome kind of re. 
Ivtancy., ,not knowing: the Civilities and 
good Entertainment that, we had found 
the: Sevarrtes. But when he was 
arrived, and ſaw the Riches and Happineſs 
of the People and Country, and i found 
them , as well as we, to be menof Faith, 
ood Behaviour, and Honeſty, he was not. 
for his condeſcenſion to this requeſt, 
After his arrival to Sevarinde, we remained 
there two months, which we ſpent in mer- 
ry, Sports, Feaſts, Banquets, Hunting, 
Hawking, and all manner of Delights , ac- 
Eording To the cuſtem of that glorious 
Court, Sevarminas was well pleaſed with 
the Converſation of Yan Plamerick ;, for 
he was @ gallant Man, and knew ſo well 
bow td bit che humor of Sevarminas, that 
the Kmg gave him very rich Preſents, His 
Ship had Orders to draw near to the Bor- 
ders of 'the Sevarites 1nto' the River Racara, 
becauſe we. might more conveniently load 
out Goods, and becauſe Sevarminas had a 
great delire £0: go on board , and ſee the 
maniter and faſhions of our Ships of War, 
and the great Guns that, were on hoard, 
To comply with his dehire, we al went ta 
* the 
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the banks of the River Rocara , where the 
Ship rode at an Anchor, trimmed and flon- 
riſhing with Garlands and Pendents- of all 
colours. Sevarminas., accompanied by all 
his Court, was catried in the Captains 
Pinfiace that waited for him ,. with ſeveral 
other Boats : when he was abvard; the 
Cannon and Trumpets bid him welcome. 
The Captain preſented him with ſome Ra- 
ritics, which they have not in that Country. 
He gave him a Watch, a Clock, Guns'of 
an extraordinary make, with many other 
things of Europe. Aſter a Banquet 1n the 
great Cabin of the Ship, he returned to 
the ſhore, very well ſatisfied with his En- 
tertainmert. He deſired one or two of our 
great Guns ; for he intended to have ſome 
calt of Silver , becauſe he had no Braſs nof 
Bell-meral in all his Country. | 
We returaed withhirlh to Sevarinde, and 
then taking our farewel of al} our Friends 
and Relations, we carried away our Goods, + 
and ſhipped them aboard. Fan. Plumericks 
Ship, with our Wives, and all our Compa- 
ny , ſet ſail towards Batavia, but a ſto: :m, 
- or rather a Hurricane at Sea, had & molt 
driven us back: again on the ſhore. We 
eſcaped narrowly by the great skill of the 
"Mariners, 2nd the watchfuineſs and vigt- 
lancy
